I have Abſtracted ſo much of every 
Statute, as — to the Office of a 
Juſtice of Peace out of Seſſions, (that 
being all T intended by this Treatiſe,) as 
com pendiouſly as the Matter would bear, 
Jo as to keep to the Meaning thereof. 


The Reader will obſerve, That there 


are a great many Statutes recited, that 


were made in England, and are of Force 
in this Kingdom by * Poyning's Law. 


Aud tho there are ſufficient Directions 
for Juſtices of Peace, in a great m 
Books extant in England on this Subject, 
according to ſuch antient Statutes, as alſo 
Sir Richard Bolton's Juſtice, (the only 
Book written on this Subject in Ireland,) 
but tis now above Forty four Tears ſince 
that Book was Printed, and many Things 
therein are now grown Obſolete; and be- 
ſides it muſt take up much Time and 
Pains, to diſpatch Buſineſs in any good

The PREFACE. 
Anthony Fitzherbert, who was a Judge 
of the Common-Pleas at Weftminſter, 
collected ſome other Materials for the In- 
ſtruction of Juſtices of the Peace, which 
was Publiſh'd in the Reign of King Hen 
VIII. and about Sixty Tears afterwards 
was Eularg d by Mr. Crompton; and yet 
Mr. Lambard did not think that Book a 
ſufficient Guide to thoſe Magiſtrates, be- 
cauſe about Twenty Tears afterwards he 
wrote another Treatiſe on the ſame Subject: 
Upon this Foundation Mr. Dalton compil d 
h:s Country Juſtice, which appears very 
plamly throughout the whole Book, for in 
many Places tis no more then a Repetition 
what was written by them in the ſame Or- 
der.

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HE Principal Ends of all Civil Govern- 
ment, and of Humane Society, were the 
Security of Mens Lives, Liberties and Pro- 
perties, mutual Aſſiſtance, and Help, each 
unto other, and Proviſion for their common Benefit 
and Advantage; and where the Fundamental Laws 
and Conſtitution of any Government have been 
wiſely adapted unto thoſe Ends, ſuch Countries and 
Kingdoms have increaſed in Virtue, Proweſs, Wealth 
and Happineſs, whilſt others through the Want of 
ſuch excellent Conſtitutions, or Neglect of preſerv- 
ing them, have been a Prey to the Pride, Luſt and 
Cruelty of the moſt Potent, and the People have 
had no Aſſurance of Eſtates, Liberties or Lives, but 
from their Grace and Pleaſure, They have been many 
Times forced to welter in each others Blood in their 
Maſters Quarrel for Dominion, and at beſt they have 
ſerved like Beaſts of Burden, and by continual baſe 
Subſerviency to their Maſters Vices, have loſt all 
Senſe of true Religion, Virtue and Manhood. 

Our Anceſtors have been famous in their Genera- 
tions for Wiſdom, Piety, and Courage, in forming 
and preſerving a Body of Laws to ſecure themſelves 
and their Poſterities from Slavery and Oppreſſion, and 
to maintain their Native Freedoms; to be ſub- 
ject only to the Laws made by their own Conſent 
in their general Aſſemblies, and to be put in Execu- 
tion chiefly by themſelves, their Officers and Aſſiſt- 
ants, to be guarded and defended from all Violencs 
and Force, by their own Arms, kept in their own 
Hands, and uſed at their own Charge under their 
Princes Conduct; entruſting nevertheleſs an ample 
Power to their Kings, and other Magiſtrates, that 
they may do all the Good, and enjoy all the ＋ 7 
neſs that the largeſt Soul of Man can honeſtly wiſh z 
and carefully providing ſuch Means of correcting 
and puniſhing their Miniſters and Counſellors, if 

L1z | they 
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they tranſgreſſed the Laws, that they might not 
dare to abuſe or oppreſs the People, or deſign againſt 
their Freedom or Welfare. 

This Body of Laws our Anceſtors always eſteem- 
ed the beſt Inheritance they could leave to their 
Poſterities, well knowing that theſe were the Sacred 
Fence of their Lives, Liberties, and Eſtates, and an 
unqueſtionable Title whereby they might call what 
they had their own, or ſay they were their own 
Men : The ineſtimable Value of this Inheritance 
moved our Progenitors with great Reſolution bravely 
from Age to Age to defend it; and it now falls to 
our Lot to preſerve it againſt the Dark Contri- 
vances of a Popiſh Faction, who would by Frauds, 
Sham-Plots, and Infamous Perjuries, deprive us of 
our Birth-rights, and turn the Points of our Swords 
(our Laws) into our own Bowels; they have impu- 
dently ſcandalized our Parliaments with Deſigns to 
overturn the Monarchy, becauſe they would have 
excluded a Popiſh Succeſſor, and provided for the 
Security of the Religion and Lives of all Proteſt · 
ants: They have cauſed Lords and Commoners to 
be for a long Time kept in Priſons, and ſuborned 
Witneſſes to ſwear Matters of Treaſon againſt them; 
endeavouring thereby, not only to cut off ſome who 
had eminently appeared in Parliament for our anti- 
ent Laws, but through them to bla(t the Repute of 
Parliaments themſelves, and to leſſen the Peoples 
Confidence in thoſe great Bulwarks of their Religi- 
on and Government. 

The preſent Purpoſe is to ſhew how well our 
Worthy Fore-Fathers have provided in our Law 
for the Safety of our Lives, not only againſt all At- 
tempts of open Violence, by the ſevere Puniſhment 
of Robbers, Murtherers, and the like, but the ſecret 
poyſonous Arrows that flie in the Dark, to deſtroy 
the Innocent by falſe Accuſation and Perjuries, Our 
Law-makers foreſaw both their Dangers from the 
Malice, and Paſſion, that might cauſe ſome of pri- 
vate Condition, to accuſe others falſly in the Courts 
of Juſtice, and the great Hazards of Worthy and 

Eminent 
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Eminent Mens Lives, from the Malice, Emulation, 
and Ill Defigns of corrupt Miniſters of State, or 
otherwiſe potent, who might commit the moſt odi- 
ous of Murders in the Form and Courſe of Juſtice 
either by corrupting of Judges, as dependant upon 
them for their Honour and great Revenue, or by 
Bribing and Hiring Men of depraved Principles, and 
deſperate Fortunes, to ſwear falſly againſt them; 
doubtleſs they had heard the Scriptures, and obſer- 
ved that the great Men of the Jews ſought ont 
many to ſwear Treaſon and Blaſphemy againſt JE- 
$US CHRIST: They had heard of Abab's Courtiers 
and Judges, who, in the Courſe, and Form of Juſtice, 
by falſe Witneſſes, Murthered Naboth, becauſe he 
would not ſubmit his Property to an Arbitrary Power. 
Neither were they ignorant of the Antient Roman 
Hiſtories, and the Peſtilent falſe Accuſers that a- 
bounded in the Reign of ſome of thoſe Emperours, 
under whom the greateſt of Crimes was to be vir- 
tuous : Therefore, as became good Legiſlators, they 
made as prudent Proviſion as perhaps any Country in 
the World enjoys, for equal and impartial Adminiſtra- 
tion of Juſtice in all the Concerns of the Peoples 
Lives; that every Man, whether Lord or Commo- 
ner, might be in Safety, whilſt they lived in due 
Obedience to the Laws. 


For this Purpoſe it is made a Fundamental in See Lord 
our Government, that (unleſs it be by Parliament, Cookes Inft. 


no Man's Life ſhall be touched for any Crime what- d 
ſoever, ſave by the Judgment of at leaſt twenty four 


Men; that is, twelve or more, to find the Bill of In- see Mag. 
ditment, whether he be Peer of the Realm, or Chart. 
Commoner, and twelve Peers, or above, if a Lord, Cote * 


if not twelve Commoners to give the Judgment up- 
on the general Iſſue of not guilty joyned; of theſe

The Office and Power of theſe Þ 
Juries is Judicial, they only are the Judges from 
whoſe Sentence the Indicted are to expect Life or 
Death: Upon their Integrity and Underſtanding, 
the Lives of all that are brought into Judgment 
do ultimately depend; from their Verdict there lies 
no Appeal, by finding Guilty or not Guilty; they * 


do complicately Reſolve both Law and Fact.

Theſe laſt Twelve muſt be Men of equal Condi- 
tion with the Party Indicted, and are called his 
Peers, therefore if it be a Peer of the Realm, they 
muſt be all ſuch, when Indicted at the Suit of the 
King; and in Cafe of Commoners, every Man of 
the Twelve muſt agree to the Verdict, freely, with- 
out Compulſion, Fear, or Menace, elſe it is no Ver- 
dict. Whether the Caſe of a Peer be harder, I 
will not determine. Our Anceſtors were careful that 
all Men of the like Condition, and Quality, preſumed 
ta be ſenſible of each others Infirmity, ſhould 
mutually be Judges each of others Lives, and alter- 
nately Taſte of Subjection and Rule; every Man be- 

ung equally liable to be Accuſed or Indifted, and

I Whether it be Lord or Commoner that is indicted, 
I the Law intends (as near as may be) that his 
FJ Equals that judge him, ſhould be his Compani- 
ons, known to him, and he to them, or at leaſt his 
J Neighbours, or Dwellers near about the Place 
IF where the Crimes is ſuppoſed to have been com- 
mitted, to whom ſomething of the Fact mult pro- 
JF bably be known; and though the Lords are not 
'F zppointed to be of the Neighbourhood to the In- 
F dicted Lord, yet the Law ſuppoſes them to be 
Companions, and perſonally well known each unto 
other, being preſumed to be a ſmall Number (as 
they have anciently been) and to have met Yearly, 
or oftner in Parliament, as by Law they ought, be- 
ſides their other Meetings, as the Hereditary Coun- 
ſellors of the Kings of England. If Time hath al- 
tered the Caſe of the Lords as to the Number, In- 
differency, and Impartiality of the Peers, it hath 
been, and may be worthy of the Parliaments Conſi- 
deration, and the greater Duty is Incumbent upon 
Grand-Juries to examine with the utmoſt Diligence 
the Evidence againſt Peers, before they find a Bill 
of Indictment againſt any of them, if in Truth it 
may put their Lives in greater Danger.

Our Anceſtors thought it not beſt to truſt this 
great Concern of their Lives and Intereſts in the 
Hands of any Officer of the King's, or in any 
Judges named by him, nor in any certain Number | 
of Men during Life, leſt they ſhould be awed or in- 
fluenced by great Men, corrupted by Bribes, Flat. 
teries, or Love of Power, or become negligent, or ' 
partial to Friends and Relations, or purſue their 
own Quarrels or private Revenges, or connive at | 
the Conſpiracies of others, and indict thereupon. 
But this Truſt of enquiring out, and indiQing all the 
Criminals in a County, is placed in Men of the ſame 
County, more at leaſt than Twelve of the moſt ho- 
neſt, and moſt ſufficient for Knowledge, and Ability 
of Mind and Eſtate, to be from Time to Time at the 
Seſſions and Aſſizes, and all other Commiſſions of en, 
Oyer and Terminer, named and returned by the adi.

So careful have our Parliaments been, that the 33: 

Power of Grand Inqueſts might be placed in the 

Hands of good and worthy Men ; that if one Man 

of a Grand Inqueſt, though they be Twenty three or 

more, ſhould not be Liber & Legalis Homo, or ſuch 

es the Law requires, and duly returned without 
Denomination to the Sheriff; all the Indictments 

found by ſuch a Grand Jury, and the Proceedings 

upon them, are void and null, So it was adjudged 

in Scarler's Caſe 
«pol AA I know 
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I know too well, that the Wiſdom and Care of 
our Anceſtors, in this Inſtitution of Grand-Juries, 
hath not been of late conſidered as it ought 5 nor 
the Laws concerning them duly obſerved ; nor have 
the Gentlemen and other Men of Eſtates, in the 


ſeveral Counties, diſcerned how inſenſibly their legal 


Power and Juriſdiction in their Grand and Petit. 
Juries is decayed, and much of the Means to pre. 
ſerve their own Lives and Intereſts, taken out of 
their Hands. Tis a Wonder that they were not 
more awakened with the Attempt of the late Lord 
Chief Juſtice X. who would have uſurped a Lordly 
Dictatorian Power over the Grand Jury of Soner 
ſetſhire, and commanded them to find a Bill of In- 
dictment for Murther, for which they ſaw no 
Evidence, and upon their Refuſal, he not only 
threatned the Jury, but aſſumed to himſelf an Arbi- 
trary Power to fine them. 

Here was a bold Battery made upon the Ancient 
Fence of our Reputations, and Lives: If that Juſ- 
tice's Will had paſſed for Law, all the Gentlemen 
of the Grand-Juries muſt have been the baſeſt Vaſ- 
ſals to the Judges, and have been penally obliged, 
Jurare in Verba Magiſtri, to have Sworn to the 
Directions or Dictates of the Judges: But Thanks 
be to God, the late long Parliament (though filled 
with Penſioners) could not bear ſuch a bold Im- 
ſion of the Engliþ Liberty; but upon the Com- 
plaint of one Sir Hugh wind bam, Foreman of the 
faid Jury, and a Member of that Parliament, the 
Commons brought the then Chief Juſtice to their 
Bar, to acknowledge his Fault, whereupon the Pro- 
ſecution ceaſed, | 

The Truſt and Power of Grand-Juries is, and 
ought to be, accounted amongſt the greateſt, and of 
moſt Concern, next to the Legiſlative. The Juſtice 
of the whole Kingdom, in Criminal Caſes, almoſt 
wholly depending upon their Ability and Integrity, 
in the due Execution of their Office; Beſides, the 
Concernments of all Commoners, the Honour, Re- 


putation, Eſtates, and Lives of all the Nobility &

er reverſe the Outlawry, as the Law now ſtands, 
fre by Pardon, or Act of Parliament. Hence it 
pears, that in Caſe a Grand-Jury ſhould be drawn 
to Indict a Noble Peer unjuſtly either by Means of 
their own Weakneſs, or Partiality, or a blind Sub- 
miſſion to the Direction or Opinion of Judges: One 
ſuch Failure of a Jury, may occafion the Ruin of any 
of the Beſt or Greateſt Families in England: I men- 
tion this Extent of the Grand-Jurijes Power over all 
the Nobility, only to ſhew their joint Intereſt and 
Concern with the Commons of England in this An- 
cient Inſtitution, 

The Grand-Juries are truſted to be the Principal 
Means of preſerving the Peace of the whole King- 
dom, by the Terrour of executing the penal Laws 
againſt Offenders, by their Wiſdom, Diligence, and 
Faithfulneſs in making due Inquiries after all Breach- 
es of the Peace, and bringing every one to anſwer 
for his Crime, at the Peril of his Life, Limb, and 
Eſtatez that every Man, who livcs within the Law, 
may ſleep ſecurely in his own Houſe. 

'Tis committed to their Charge and Truſt, to take 
Care of bringing Capital Offenders to pay their Lives 
to Juſtice, and leſſer Criminals to other Puniſhments, 
according to their ſeveral Demerits. The Courts, 
* Judges, or Commiſſioners of Oyer and Terminer, 
and of Goal-Delivery, are to receive only from the 
Grand Inqueſt, all Capital Matters whatſoever, to be 

ut in Iſſue, tried and judged before them by the

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Caſes, either runs freely, or is ſtopped and diſturheg 
as the Grand Inqueſts do their Duties, either faith. 
fully and prudently, or neglect or omit them. 
And as one Part of their Duty is to Indict Of. 
fenders, ſo another Part is to protect the Innocent, 
in their Reputations, Lives and Intereſts, from falſe 
Accuſers, and malicious Conſpirators: They are to 
ſearch out the Truth of ſuch Informations as come 
before them, and to reject the Indictment if it be not 


ſufficiently proved, and farther, if they have reaſo- 


nable Suſpicion of Malice, or wicked Deſigns againſt 
any Man's Life or Eſtate by ſuch as offer a Bill of 
Indictment; the Laws of GOD and of the Kingdom 
bind them to uſe all poſible Means to diſcover the 
Villainy; and if it appear to them (whereof they are 
the Legal Judges) to be a Conſpiracy, or malicious 
Combination againſt the Accuſed, they are bound by 
the higheſt Obligations upon Men and Chriſtians, 
not only to reject ſuch a Bill of Indictment, but to 
Indict forthwith all the Conſpirators with their 
Abettors and Aſſociates. | 
Doubtleſs there hath been Pride and Covetouſ- 
neſs, Malice and Deſire of Revenge in all Ages, from 
whence have ſprung falſe Accuſations and Conſpira- 
cies ; but no Age before us ever hatched ſuch Villain- 
ies, as our Popiſh Faction have contrived againſ 
our Religion, Lives, and Liberties, No Hiſtory al- 
fords an Example of ſuch Forgeries, Perjuries, Sub- 
ornations, and Combinations of infamous Wretches, 
as have been lately diſcovered amongſt them, to de- 
fame Loyal, Innocent Proteſtants, and to ſhed their 
guiltleſs Blood in the Form and Courſe of Juſtice, 
and to make the Kings moſt faithful Subjects appear 
to be the vileſt Traitors unto him. In this our mi- 
ſerable State, Grand-Juries are our only Security in 
as much as our Lives cannot be drawn into Jeopardy, 
by all the Malicious Crafts of the Devil, unleſs ſuch 
a Number of our honeſt Country-Men ſhall be fati 


fied in the Truth of the Accuſations. Por Preventi- 
IE of ſuch Plotters of Wickedneſs as now abound, 
stat.

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Words: To eſchew the Miſchiefs and Damage done ts 
livers of the Commons by Falſe Accuſers which often- 
times have made the Accuſations more for Revenge 
ad ſingular Benefit, than for the Profit of the King, 
or of his People; which accuſed Perſons , ſome have been 
taken, and Tis cauſed to come before the King's 
Council by Writ, and otherwiſe, upon grievous Pain, 
gainſt the Law; It is aſſented and accorded for the 
rod Government of the Commons, That no Man be 
to anſwer without Preſentment before Fuſtices, or 
Matter of Record, &c. according to the old Law of the 
Land, and if any Thing be done to the contrary, it 
ſhall be void in Law, &c. And ( faith the Statute of 
the 25 of E. 3. 4.) None ſhall be taken by Petition, or 
Surgeſtion made to the King or to bis Council, unleſs 
it be by Indictment, or Preſentment of good and law- 
ful People of the ſame Neighbourhood where ſuch 
Deeds be done, &c. That is to ſay, by a Grand- Jury. 

All our Lives are thus by Law truſted to the Care 
of our Grand Inqueſts, that none may be put to 
anſwer for their Lives, unleſs they Indict them. If 
2 cauſleſs Indictment of any Man ſhould careleſly paſs 
from them, his guiltleſs Blood, or what Prejudice 
ſoeyer the Accuſed ſhould thereby ſuffer muſt reſt 
upon them, who by Breach of their Truſt were the 
Occaſions of it; their Fault cannot be excuſed b 
the Proſecution of an Attorney, or Solicitor General, 
or any other Accuſer, if it were in their Power to 
be more truly informed in the Caſe, Whoſoever pre- 
rents not an Evil when he may, conſents to it, 

Now to oblige theſe Juries to the more conſcien- 
tious Care, to Indict all that ſhall appear to them 
Criminals, and to ſave every Innbcent, if it may be, 
from unjuſt Vexation, and Danger, by Malice and 
Conſpiracy, our Anceſtors appointed an Oath to be 
Impoſed upon them, which cannot be altered, ex- 
cept by Act of Parliament: Therefore every Grand- 


Jury-Man is Sworn, as the Foreman, in the Words 


following, viz. 
Tou ſhall diligently enquire, and true Preſentment 
make of all ſuch Articles, Matters and Things as * 
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be given you in Charge: And of all other Matters an 
Things as ſhall come to your own Knowledge, touc hi 
this preſent Service. The King's Council, your FI 
lows, and your own, you ſhall keep Secret: Tou ſhall 
preſent no Perſon for Hatred or Malice; neither ſha 
you leave any one unpreſented for Favour, or Affectin, 
for Love, or Gain, or any Hopes thereof ; but in all 
Things you ſhall preſent the Truth, the whole Trath, 
and nothing but the Truth to the beſt of your Know. 
ledge. So help you GOD. The Tenor of the Oath is 
plain, ſaving in theſe Words, Al ſuch Matters and 
Things as ſhall be given you in Charge: But whenſo. 
ever a general Commiſſion of Oyer and Terminer is 
Iſſued, all Capital Offences are always the Principal 
Marters given in Charge to the Grand-Jury, which 
is enough for the preſent Diſcourſe of their Duty: 
Hence then it evidently appears, that every Grand- 
Jury is bound to enquire diligently after the Truth 
of every Thing, for which they ſhall Indict or Pre. 
ſent any Man : They are not only bound by the 
Eternal Law of loving their Neighbour, to be a 
tender of the Life and good Name of every Man, 2 
of their own, and therefore to take Heed to th: 
Truth, in Accuſing or Indicting any Man; but their 
expreſs Oath binds them to be diligent in their Es- 
2 that is, to receive no Suggeſtion of any Crime 
or Truth, without examining all the Circumſtances 
about it, that fall within their Knowledge the 
ought to conſider the firſt Informers, and enquire 8 
far as they can into their Aims and Pretences in the 
Proſecutions 3 if Revenge or Gain ſhould appear to 
be their Ends, there ought to be the greater Suſp- 
tion of the Truth of their Accuſations ; the Lav 
intending all Indictments to be tor the Benefit of tie 
King and of his People, as appears by the Stat. di 
42 E. 33. Next the Jury are bound to enquire I! 
to the Matters themſelves, whereof any Man 15x 
cuſed, as to the Time, Place and all other Circum 
ſtances of the Fact alledged. There have been fall 
Informers that have ſuggeſted Things impoſlible 3 fot 
InRance, That thirty thouſand Men in Arms Er 
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kept in Readineſs for an Exploit, in a ſecret Place, 
as if they could have been hid in a Chamber, or a 
Cabinet. The Jury ought alſo to enquire after the 
Witneſſes, their Condition and Quality, their Fame 
and Reputation, their Means of Subſiſtence, and the 
Occaſion whereby the Facts whereof they bear Wit- 
neſs came to their Knowledge. Sometimes Perſons 
of debauched Lives and low Condition, have depoſed 
Diſcourſes, and treaſonable Councils againſt Perſons 
of Honour and V irtue, ſo unlikely to come to their 
Knowledge, (if ſuch Things had been) that their Pre- 
tences of being Privy to them, was a ſtrong Evi- 
dence that their whole Story was falſe and feigned. 
It is alſo agreeable unto our ancient Law and Practice, 
and of great Conſequence in Caſes of Treaſon or 
Felony, that the Jury enquire after the Time, when 
firſt the Matters depoſed came to the Witneſſes 
Knowledge, and whether they purſued the Directions 
of the Law in the immediate Diſcovery and Purſuit 
of the Traitor or Felon, by Hue and Cry, or other- 
wiſe, or how long they concealed the ſame ; their 
Teſtimony being of little or no Value, if they have 
made themſelves Partakers of the Crime by their 
voluntary Concealment. 

Neither may the Jury lawfully omit to enquire 
concerning the Parties accuſed, of their Quality, Re- 
putation, and the Manner of their Converſation, with 
many other Circumſtances ; from whence they may 
be greatly helped ro make right Inferences of the 
Falſhood, or Truth of the Crimes whereof any Man 
ſhall be accuſed. The Jury ought to be ignorant of 
nothing whereof they can enquire, or be informed, 
that may in their Underſtandings enable them to 
make a true Preſentment or Indictment of the Mat- 
ters before them. 

When a Grand-Jury is Sworn to enquire diligent- 
ly after all Treaſons, &. tis natural and neceſſary 
to their Buſineſs, to think of whom they ſhould en- 
quire ; and tis plainly and eaſily reſolved, that they 
ought to enquire of every Man that can or will in- 
form them; and if any Kind of Treaſon be ſuggeſted 

o 
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to them, to have been done by any Man or Number 
of Men, their Duty is the ſame in that Particular, 
as it was in the General; that is, to ſeek diligently 
to find the Truth. 'Tis certainly inconſiſtent with 
their Oaths, to ſhut their Ears againſt any lawfy] 
Man that can tell them any Thing relating unto x 
Crime in Queſtion before them: No Man will believe, 
nor can they themſelves think that they deſire to 
find and preſent the Truth of a FaQt, if they ſhall 
refuſe to hear any Man, who ſhall pretend ſuch 
Knowledge of it, or ſuch material Circumſtances, as 
may be uſeful to diſcover it 3 whether that which 
ſhall be ſaid by the Pretenders will anſwer the 
Juries Expectations, muſt reſt in their Judgments, 
when they have heard them. It ſeems therefore 
from the Words of the Oath, that there is no Bound 
or Limit ſet (fave their own Underſtanding or Con- 
| ſcience) to reſtrain them to any Number or Sort of 
Perſons of whom they are bound to enquire z they 
ought firſt and principally to enquire of one another 
mutually, what Knowledge each of them hath of 
any Matters in Queſtion before them; the Law pre- 
ſumes that ſome at leaſt of ſo many ſufficient Men 
of a County, muſt know or have heard of all No- 
table Things done there againſt the Publick Peace ; 
for that end the Juries are by the Law to be of the 
Neighbourhood to the Place where the Crimes are 
committed. If rhe Parties, and the Facts where- 
of they are accuſed be known to the Jury, or any 
of them, their own Knowledge will ſupply the Room 
of many Witneſſes. Next they ought to enquire of 
all ſuch Witneſſes as the Proſecutors will produce 2. 
gainſt the Accuſed, they are bound to examine all 
fully and prudently to the beſt of their Skill; every 
Jury-Man ought to ask ſuch Queſtions (by the Fore- 
Man at leaſt) as he thinks neceſſary to reſolve any 
Doubt that may ariſc in him, either about the Fatt, 
or the Witneſſes, or otherwiſe ; if the Jury be then 
doubtful, they ought to receive all ſuch further 


Teſtimony as ſhall be offered them, and to fend for 
ſuch as any of them do think able to give Teſtimony 
in the Caſe depending. | 5 It

Advice from Judges, as they are Aſſiſtants; but they 
are bound by their Oaths to preſent the Truth, the 
whole Truth, and nothing but the Truth, to the beſt 
of their own, not the Judges, Knowledge : Neither 
can they, without Breach of that Oath, reſign their 
Conſciences, or blindly ſubmit to the Dictates of 
others; and therefore ought to receive, or reject ſuch 
Advices, as they judge them good or bad. 

If the Jury ſuſpect a Combination of Witneſſes a- 

inſt any Man's Life, (which perhaps the Judges do 
not diſcern) and think it needful to examine them 
privately and ſeparately, the Diſcretion of the Juries 
in ſuch a Caſe, is their only beſt, and lawful Guide, 
though the Example of all Ages and Countries, in ex- 
amining ſuſpected Witneſſes privately and ſeparately, 
may be a good Direction to them. 

Nothing can be more plain and expreſs, than the 
Words of the Oath are to this Purpoſe. The Jurors 
need not ſearch the Law Books, nor tumble over 
Heaps of old Records for the Explanation of them. 
Our greateſt Lawyers may from hence learn more 
certainly our ancient Law in this Caſe, than from 
all the Books in their Studies. The Language where- 
in the Oath is penned, is known and underſtood by 
every Man, and the Words in it have the ſame Sig- 
nification, as they have whereſoever elſe they are uſed. 
The Judges (without aſſuming to themſelves a Legiſ- 
lative Power) cannot put a new Senſe upon them, 
other than according to their genuine, common Mean- 
ing. They cannot Magiſterially impoſe their Opi- 
nions upon the Jury, and make them forſake the di- 
rect Words of their * to purſue their 
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The Grand Inqueſt are bound to obſerve alike ſtrictiy 
every Part of their Oath ; and to uſe all juſt and pro- 
per Ways which may enable them fully to perform it; 
otherwiſe it were to ſay, that after Men had ſworn 
to enquire diligently after the Truth, according to 
the beſt of their Knowledge, they were bound to for. 
fake all the natural and proper Means which their Un- 
ſtandings ſuggeſt for the Diſcovery of it, if it be com- 
manded by the Judges. 

And therefore if they are jealous of a Combinati. 
on of the Witneſſes, or that Corruption and Subor- 
nation hath been made Uſe of, they cannot be reſtrain- 
ed from asking all ſuch Queſtions, as may conduce to 
the ſifting out of the Truth, nor from examining the 
Witneſſes privately and ſeparately ; leſt (as Forteſcue 
ſays) the ſaying of one ſhould provoke or inſtruct others 
to ſay the like. 

Nor are the Jury tied up to enquire only of ſuch 
Crimes as the Judges ſhall think fit to give them di- 
rectly in Charge, much leſs of ſuch Bills only as ſhall 
be offered to them; but their Enquiry ought to ex- 
tend to all other Matters and Things which ſhall come 
to their Knowledge, touching the preſent Service, If 
they have Ground fo ſuſpect that any Accuſation be- 
fore them proceeds from a Conſpiracy, they are oblig- 
ed by their Oaths to turn the Enquiry that Way, and 
if they find Cauſe, not only to reject the Bills offered 
upon ſuch Teſtimonies, but to indi ſuch Witneſſes, 
and all the Abettors of their Villainy. 

They are carefully to examine what Sort of Men the 
Witneſſes are; for tis a Rule in all Laws, That Tur 
pes a Tribunalibus arcentur, Vile Perſons ought to be 
rejected by Courts of Juſtice. Such Witneſſes would 
deſtroy Juſtice inſtead of promoting it. And the Grand- 
Jurv are to take Care of admittin ; ſuch : They may 
and ought (if they have no certain Knowledge of them) 
to ask the Witneſſes tnemſelves ot their Condition, 
and Way of Living, and all other Queſtions, which 
may beſt inform them what Sort of Men they are. 'Tis 
true, it may be lawful for the Witneſſes, in many 
Caſes, to refuſe to give Anſwer to ſome D 
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which the Jury may make; as where it would be to 
accuſe themſelves of Crimes : But yet that very Re- 
fuſal, or avoiding to give direct Anſwers, may be of 


great Uſe tothe Jury, whoſe only Buſineſs is to find 


out the Truth; and who will be in a good Meaſure 
enabled to judge of the Credit of ſuch Witneſſes, as 
dare not clear themſelves of Crimes, which common 
Fame, or the Knowledge of ſome of the Grand In- 
queſt has charged them with ? ; 

If the Witneſſes which came before the Grand-Jury 
upon an Indictment for Treaſon, ſhould diſcoyer upon 
their Examination, that they concealed it a long Time 
without juſt Impediment z the Preſumption of Law 
will be ſtrong againſt them, that no Senſe of Honeſty 
or of their Duty brought them at laſt to reveal it. 

It appears by Bracton, that antient Writer of our Brac. I.;. 
Laws, that in Caſes of Treaſon the Juries were in his c 3. Non 
Days adviſed (as now they ought) to be ſo ſevere in rt de- 
their Enquiry within what Time the Witneſſes diſco- .. &< 
vered the Treaſon after it came to their Knowledge: pr — 
That if it were not evident that they revealed it with negoriz, 
as much Expedition as was well poſſible for them, they 4#4mvis_ 
were not by Law to be heard as Witneſſes ; it was genrilf 
ſcarce permitted them (ſaith he) ro look back in their *;* 
going; ſuch ought to be their Speed to make quiz vir 
known the Treaſon. Or if in any Caſe they be other- permitti- 
wiſe openly flagicious, though they be not legally in- ** ei 9 
famous, or if they are Men of deſperate Fortunes, ſo 25 
that the Temptation of Want is manifeſtly ſtrong upon 4 poſ = 
them, and the Reſtraint of Conſcience can be ſuppoſed tervallum 
tobe little or none at all; whatever they ſay is (at r. 
leaſt) to be heard with extraordinary Caution, if not 5, 408 
totally rejected. In Scotland ſuch a Degree of Pover- 3 | 
ty, that a Witneſs cannot ſwear himſelf to be worth ,4us. 
Ten Pounds, is ſufficient to lay him aſide wholly in S. G. Mzc- 
theſe high Concernments of Criminal Caſes : And in kenzie, 
ſome other Kingdoms to be a looſe Liver is an Objecti- 282 
on 2 the ſame Force, againſt any produced for Wit- B 
neſſes. 

And fot the better Diſcovery of the Truth of any 
Fact in Queſtion, the Credit of the. Witneſſes, and 
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the Value of the Teſtimonies z it is the Duty of the 
Grand Inqueſt, to be well informed concerning the 
Parties indicted; of their uſual Reſidence, their 
Eſtates and Manner of Living, their Companions and 
Friends, with whom they are accuſtomed to converſe, 
ſuch Knowledge being neceſſary to make a good Judg- 
ment upon moſt Accuſations z but moſt of all in Suf- 
pitions, or Indictments of ſecret Treaſons, or trea- 
ſonable Words where the Accuſers can be of no Credit, 
if it be altogether incredible that ſuch Things as they 
teſtifie ſhould come to their Knowledge. 

Sometimes the Quality of the accuſed Perſon may 
ſet him at ſuch a Diſtance from the Witneſſes, 
that he cannot be ſuppoſed to have converſed with 
them familiarly, if his Wiſdom and Condutt has been 
always ſuch, that it isnot credible he would truſt Men 
ſo inconſiderable, or meer Strangers to him, and 
ſuch as are wholly uncapable to aſſiſt in the Deſign 
which they pretend to diſcover, | 

Can the Grand Inqueſt believe ſuch Teſtimony to 
be of any Value? Or can they avoid ſuſpecting Malice, 
Combination and Subornation in ſuch a Caſe? or can 
they ſhew themſelves to be juſt, and conſcientious in 
their Duty, if they do not ſuſpend their Verdict until 
further Enquiry, and write gnoramus upon the Bill? 

It is undoubtedly Law which we find reported in 

Stiles. Re- Stiles, That though there be Witneſſes who prove the 
port 11. Bill, yet the Grand Inqueſt is not bound to find it, if 
they ſee Cauſe to the contrary. 

Now to make their Enquiry more Inſtrumental and 
Advantageous to the Execution of Juſtice, they are 
enjoined by their Oath to keep ſecrer the King's Coun- 
cil, their Fellows, and their own, Perhaps tis not 
ſufficiently underſtood or conſidered, what Duty is 
enjoined to every Man of a Grand Inqueſt by this 
Clauſe of their Oath, being ſeldom (if ever) explained 
to them in the general Charge of the Judges at Seſſi- 
ons or Aſſizes : But it is neceſſary that they ſhould ap- 
prehend what Council of the King is truſted with 
them. Certainly there is or ought to be much more 
of -it communicated to them, than is commonly 

thought, 
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thought, and in Things of the greateſt Conſequence. 
To them ought to be committed in the ſeveral Coun- 
ties where any Proſecutions are begun, the firſt Infor- 
mations and Suſpitions of all Treaſons, Murders, Fe- 
lonies, Conſpiracies, and other Crimes, which may 
ſubvert the Government, endanger, or hurt the King, 
or deſtroy the Lives or Eſtates of the innocent People, 
or any way diſquiet or diſturb the common Peace. 
Our Law intends the Councils of the King to be 
continually upon the Protection and Security of the 
People, and Prevention of all their Miſchiefs and 
Dangers by wicked, lawleſs, and injurious Men. And 
in order thereunto, to be adviſing how to right his 
wronged Subjects in general, if the publick Safety be 
hazarded by Treaſons of any kind; or their Relations 
ſnatcht from them by Murderers, or any way deſtroy- 
ed by malicious Conſpirators in Form of Law; or 
their Eſtates taken away by Robbery and Thieves, or 
the Peace broken. And for theſe Ends to bring to ex- 
emplary Juſtice all Offenders, to deter others from 
the like Wickedneſs. And until theſe Councils of 
the King come to the Grand-Jury, he can bring no 
ſuch Criminals to Judgment, or to anſwer to the 
Accuſations and Suggeſtions againſt them. Hence it 
becomes unavoidably neceſſary to reveal to the Grand- 
Juries all that hath been diſcoyered to the King or 
any of his Miniſters, Judges, or Juſtices, concerning 
any Treaſons, or other Offences, whereof any Man is 
accuſed. And where Suſpition hath cauſed any to be 
impriſoned, all the Grounds of their Suſpitions ought 
to be opened, concerning the Principals and the Ac: 
cefſaries, as well before as after the Fact, all the Cir- 
cumſtances and Preſumptions that may induce a Be- 
lief of their Guilt, and all Notices whatſoever, which 
may enable the Jury to make a more exact and effectu- 
al Enquiry, and to preſent the whale Truth. They 
themſelves will not only be Offenders againſt SO 
by reaſon of their Oath, but Subject to legal Puniſh- 
ments, if they knowingly conceal any Criminals, and 
leave them unpreſented ; and none can be Innocent, 
who ſhall conceal from them any Thing that may help 
and aſſiſt them in their Duty. The 
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The firſt Notices of Crimes or Suſpitions of the 
Criminals by whomſoever brought in, and the Inten- 
tions of ſearching them out and proſecuting them 
legally, are calld the King's Council, becauſe the 
principal Care of executing Juſtice is entruſted to 
bim, and they are to be proſecuted at his Suit, and 
in his Name; and ſuch Proceedings are call'd Pleas 
of the Crown. From hence may be eaſily concluded, 
that the Kings Council, which by the Oath of the 
Grand Inqueſt is to be kept ſecret, includeth all the 
Perſons offered to them to be indicted, and all the 
Matters brought in Evidence before them, all Cir- 
cumſtances whatſoever whereof they are informed, 
which may any Way conduce to the Diſcovery of Of. 
fences 3 all Intimations given them of Abbettors and 
Encouragers of Treaſons, Felonies, or Perjuries and 
Conſpiracies, or of the Receivers, Harbourers, Nour- 
iſhers, and Concealers of ſuch Criminals. 

Likewiſe the Oath which enjoins the Council of 
their Fellows, and their own to be kept, implies that 
they ſhall not reveal any of their perſonal Knowledge 
concerning Offences or Offenders z nor their Inten- 
tions to indict any Man thereupon $3 nor any of the 
Propoſals and Advices amongſt them of Ways to en- 

uire into the Truth of any Matter before them, ei- 
ther about the Crimes themſelves, or the Accuſers 
and Witnefles, ar the Party accuſed, nor the De- 
bates thereupon amongſt themſelves, nor the Diver- 
fity of Opinions in any Caſe before them. 

Certainly this Duty of Secreſy concerning the 


King's Council was impoſed upon the Grand Inqueſt 


with great Reaſon, in order to the Publick Good. 
Ir was intended that they ſhould have all the Advan- 
tages which the ſeyeral Caſes will afford, to make ef- 
fettual Enquiries after Criminals to offer them to Juſ- 
tice. If Packs of Thieves, private Murderers, ſecret 
Traitors, or Conſpirators and Suborners, can get In- 
telligence of all that is known of their Villainies, all 
the Parties concerned may conſult together, how to 


kide their Crimes, and prevent ſuch further m_ 
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ascan be made after them; they may form ſham 
Stories by Agreement, that may have Appearance 
of Truth to miſlead and delude the Jury in their Ex- 
amination, and avoid contradicting each other, they 
may remove or conceal all ſuch Things as might occa- 
ſion a fuller Diſcovery of their Crimes, or become 
circumſtantial Evidences againſt any of their Aſſociates, 
if one or more of them be known or taken, or is to be 
indicted, There hath been Confederates in high 
Crimes, who have ſecured themſelves from the Juſtice 
done upon ſome of their Companions, by their confi- 
dent Appearance and Denial of the Fact, having been 
emboldened therein from their Knowledge of all the 
Grounds of Suſpition, and all the Witneſſes examined 
about them and the Matter of their Teſtimonies. *T is 
too well known what Helps of Diſcovering the whole 
Popiſh Plot were loſt through the Want of keeping ſe- 
cret the King's Council therein, before the Matter 
was brought either to the Parliament, or to any Grand 
Inqueſt 3 and thereby they were diſabled for the effectu- 
al Execution of their Offices, and could never ſearch 
into the Bowels of that dangerous Treaſon in any 
County. But our Law having plac'd this great Truſt 
of Enquiry in the Prudence and Faithfulneſs of the 
Grand Inqueſt, was careful that they might not diſ- 
able themſelves for their own Truſt, by the Indiſcreti- 
on or worſer Fault of any of their own Number, in 
revealing the King's Council or their own. 
And as it was intended hereby to preſerve unto 
them all reaſonable Helps for their bringing to Light 
the hidden Miſchiefs that might diſturb the common 
Peace, ſo it was neceſſary to prevent the Flight of 
Criminals z if the Evidence againſt one that is accuſ- 
cd ſhould be publickly known, whether it ſhould be 
ſufficient for an Indictment of him, and how far it ex- 
tends to others; his Confederates and Accomplices 
might eaſily have Notice of their Danger, and take 
Opportunity to eſcape from Juſtice. 
Yet the Reaſon will be till more manifeſt for 
keeping ſecret the Accuſations and the Evidence by 


the Grand Inqueſt, if it be well conſidered, how - 
U 
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ful and neceflary it is for diſcovering Truth in the Ex 
aminations of Witneſſes in many, if not in moſt Cafes 
that may come before them; when if by this Privacy 


Witneſſes may be examined in ſuch Manner and Order, 
as Prudence and Occaſion direct; and no one of them 
be ſuffered to know who hath been examined before 
him, nor what Queſtions have been asked him, ner 
what Anſwers he hath given, it may probably be found 
out, whether a Witneſs hath been biaſſed in his Teſtimo. 
ny by Malice or Revenge, or the Fear or Fayour of Men 
in Power, or the Love or Hopes of Lucre and Gain in 
Preſent or Future, or Promiſes or Impunity for ſome 
enormous Crime. 

The Simplicity of Truth in a Witneſs may appear 
by the natural Plainneſs, Eaſineſs, and Directneß of 
his Anſwers to whatſoever is propounded to him, by 
the Equality of his Temper, and Suitableneſs of his 
Anſwers to Queſtions of ſeveral Kinds, and perhapsto 
ſome that may be asked for Trial ſake only of his Up- 
rightneſs in other Matters. And the Falſeneſs, Ma. 
lice or ill Deſign of another, may be juſtly ſuſpefted 
from his Studiouſneſs and Difficulty in anſwering, his 
Artifice and Cunning in what he relates, not agree- 
able to his way of Breeding and Parts, his reſerved, 
indirect and evaſive Replies to eaſy Queſtions, his 
Pretences of Doubtfulneſs, and want of remembring 
Things of ſuch ſhort Dates, or ſuch Notoriety, that 'tis 
not credible he could be ignorant or forgetful of them. 
In this manner the Truth may be evidenced to the da- 
tisfaction of the Jurors Conſciences, by the very De- 
meanor of the Witneſſes in their private Examinati- 
ons, in as much as the greateſt Certainty doth often 
ariſe from the careful Obſervation and comparing 
of ſuch minute Matters; of which a diſtin& Account 
is not poſſible to be given to a Court: And for that 
Reaſon — others) the Juries are made the only 
abſolute Judges of their Evidence. 


Yet further, their private Examinations may diſco- 
yer Truth out of ſome Diſagreement of the Witneſſes, 
when ſeparately interrogated, and every of the Grand 
Inqueſt ask them Queſtjons for his own g 
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about the Matters which have come to his particular 
Knowledge, and this freely without Awe or Controul 
of Judges, or diſtruſt of his own Parts, or fear to be 
checked for asking impertinent Queſtions. 
Conſpiracies againſt the Lives of the Innocent in a 
Form of Juſtice, have been frequently detected by ſuch 
ſecret and ſeparate Examination of Witneſſes. The 
Story of Suſanna is famous; that two of their Elders 
and Judges of great Credit and Authority, teſtified 
in the open Aſſembly a malicious Invention againſt 
her, with all the Solemnity uſed in capital Caſes, and 
Sentence of Death paſſed upon her, and was ready 
to be executed, had not iſę Daniel cryed cut in her

We have alſo a late Inſtance of the Uſefulneſs of Ae of 


rivate and ſeparate Examinations, in the Caſe of the

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But the Maid not ſuſpecting what her Miſtreſs had 
ſaid, continued her firſt Story, that ſhe heard the 
Treaſon from the Lord Howard himſelf, and was a3 
much truſted by him as her Miſtreſs : By this Circum- 
france the Falſhood and Perjury (which Mrs. Fitz 
Harris hath ſince acknowledged) was diſcovered, and 
the Snare for the Life of the injured Lord was broken, 
as is manifeſt by his Liberty now obtained by Law. 

Witneſſes may come prepared, and tell plauſible 
Stor ies in open Court, if they know from the Proſe. 
cutor to what they muſt Anſwer; and have agreed 
and acquainted each other with the Tales they will 
tell, and have reſolved to be careful, that all their 
Anſwers to croſs Interrogatories, may be conformable 
to their firſt Stories: And if theſe relate only to Words 
2 at ſeveral Times in private to diſtinct Witnef- 

es, in ſuch a Caſe, Evidence, if given in open Court, 
may ſeem to be very ſtrong againſt che Perſon accuſed, 
though there be nothing of Truth in it. But if ſuch 
Witneſſes were privately and ſeparately examined by 
the Grand Inqueſt, as the Law requires, and were to 
Anſwer only ſuch Queſtions as they thought fit, andin 
ſuch Order as was beſt in their Judgments, and molt 
natural to find out the Truth of the Accuſation, fo 
that the Witnefles could not gueſs what they ſhould 
be asked firſt, or laſt, nor one conjecture what the 
other had ſaid, (which they are certain of when they 
know before-hand what the Proſecutor will ask in 
Court of every of them, and what they have reſolved 
ro Anſwer) if the Inqueſt ſhould put them out of their 
Road, and then compare all their ſeveral Anſwers to. 
gether, they might poſſibly diſcern Marks enough of 
Falſhood, to ſhew that their Teſtimonies ought not to 
be depended upon, where Life is in Queſtion. 

By what is now ſaid, the Reaſonableneſs of this la- 
ſtitution of Secrecy may be diſcerned in Reſpect to the 
Diſcovery of Truth, and the Protection of the Inno- 
cent from malicious Combinations and Perjuries. Let 
the ſame Secrecy of the King's Council is no leſs ne- 
cefſary to reſerve the Guilty for Puniſhment z when 
the Evidence againſt any Party accuſed is not manifel 
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and full, it may be kept without Prejudice under Se- 
crecy until further Enquiry 3 and if ſufficient Proof 
can afterwards be made of the Offence, an Indictment 
may be found by a Grand Inqueſt, and the Party 
brought to Anſwer it : But when the Examinations 
zre in open Court, or the King's Councils any other 
Way divulged, and the Evidence is weak and leſs than 
the Law requires, 'tis not probable that it will be more 
or ſtronger, and ſhould an Indictment be found, and 
the Party tried by a Petit-Jury, whilſt the Evidence 
isnot full, they muſt and ought to acquit him, and 
then the further Proſecution for the ſame Offence is 
for ever barred, though his Guilt ſhould afterward be 
manifeſt, and confeſſed by himſelf. 

From hence may certainly be concluded, that Se- 
in the Examinations and Enquiries of Grand-Ju- 

ries is in all Reſpects for the Intereſt and Advantage of 
the King. If he be concerned to have ſecret Treaſon, 
Felonies, and all other Enormities brought to Light, 
and that none of the Offenders ſhould eſcape Juſtice 3 
if the Gain of their Forfeitures be thought his Intereſt, 
(which GOD forbid) then the firſt Notices of all dan- 
gerous Crimes, and wicked Confederacies ought to be 
ſecretly and prudently purſued and ſearchd into by 
the Grand Inqueſt : The Accuſers and Witneſſes ought 
not to publiſh in a Court before a Multitude what 
they pretend to know in ſuch Caſes, until the Diſcre- 
tion of ſo many honeſt Men of the Neighbourhood, 
hath firſt determined whether their Teſtimony will 
amount to ſo good and full Evidence, that it may be 
made publick with Safcty to the King and People in 
order to Juſtice. Elſe they are obliged by Oath to 
lock up in their own Breaſts all the Circumſtances and 
Preſumptions-of Crimes, until they, or ſuch as ſhall 
ſucceed in the ſame Truſt, ſhall have diſcovered (as 
they believe) Evidence enough to convict the accuſed, 
and then, and not before, they are to accuſe the Party 
upon Record, by finding the Bills, (as it's uſually cal- 
ed) but when Bills are offered without ſatisfactory 
Evidence, and they neither know, nor can learn any 
more, they ought tor the King's Sake, to indorſe no- 
ramus 
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ramus upon them, leſt his Honour and Juſtice he 
ſtained by cauſing or permitting ſuch Proſecution of 
his People in his own Name, and at his Suit, as fal 
appear upon their Trial and Acquittal to have been 
frivolous, or elſe malicious Deſigas upon their Liyg 
and Fortunes. 

If it ſhould be ſaid, that whatſoever Reaſons there 
are for this Oath of Secrecy z yet it cannot depriye 
the King of the Benefit of having the Evidence made 
Publick, if he deſires it, and that the Grand Jury do 
not break their Oaths when the King or the Proſecu- 
tor for him will have it ſo: Tis not hard to ſhew that 
ſuch Notions have no Foundation in Law or Reaſon, 
and ſeem to come from Men who have nat well ſtudied 
the firſt Principles of the Eng/iſþ Government or of 
true Religion. 

Whoſoever hath learnt that the Kings of England 
were ordained for the good Government of the King- 
dom in the Execution of the Laws, muſt needs know, 
that the King cannot lawfully ſeek any other Benefit 
in judicial Proceedings, than that common Right and 
Juſtice be done to the People according to their Laws 
and Cuſtoms. Their Safety and Proſperity are to be 
the Objects of his continual Care and Study, that 
being higheſt Concern, The Greatneſs and Honour 
of a Prince conſiſts in the Virtue, Multitude, Wealth 
and Proweſs of his People; and his greateſt Glory is, 
by the Excellence of his Government fo to have ei- 
couraged Virtueand Piety, that few or no Criminals 
are to be found in his Dominicns. Thoſe who have 
made this their principal Aim, have in ſome Places ſo 
well ſucceeded, as to introduce ſuch a Diſcipline and 
Rectitude of Manners, as rendred every Man a Lav 


Gar. de /a unto himſelf, As it is reported in the Hiſtory of Pen, 
Veg. Hiſt. that though the Laws were ſo ſevere as to make very 
44% le. ſmall Crimes Capital, yet it often fell out, that nat 


one Man was put to Death in a Year, within the 
whole Compaſs of that vaſt Empire. 

The Kirg's only Benefits in finding out and pun- 
iſhing Offenders by Courts of Juſtice are the Preſer- 
vation and Support of the Government, the Protect 
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on of the Innocent, revenging their Wrongs, and 
preventing further Miſchiefs by the Terrors of ex- 
emplary Puniſhments. 

The King is the Head of Juſtice in the Eſteem of 
our Laws, and the whole Kingdom is to expect Right 
to be done them in his ſeveral Courts inſtitutcd by 
Law for that Purpoſe. Therefore Writs ifſus out in 
his Name in all Caſes where Relief is ſought by the 
Subjects: and the Wrongs done to the Lives or 
Limbs of the People are ſaid to be done againſt the 
Peace of the King, his Crown and Dignity, reckon- 
ing it a Diſhonour to him and his Government, that 
Subjects ſhould not whilſt they live within the Law, 
enjoy Peace and Security. It ought to be taken for 
a Scandal upon the King, when he is repreſented in 
a Court of Juſtice as if he were partially concerned, 
or rather inclined to deſire, that a Party accuſed 
ſhould be found guilty, than that he ſhould be de- 
clared Innocent, if he be ſo in Truth. Doubtleſs 
the King ought to with in all Enquiries made after 
Treaſon, Felonies, &c. that there were none to be 
found in his Kingdom; and that whoſoever is accuſed, 
might be able to anſwer ſo well and truly for him- 
ſelf, as to ſhew the Accuſation to be Erroneous or 
Falſe, and to be acquitted of it. Something of this 
appears in the Common Cuſtom of England, that 
the Clerks of the Kings Courts of Juſtice, when 
any Man hath pleaded not Guilty to an Indictment, 
prays forthwith that God would ſend him a good 
Deliverance. 

The Deſtruction of every Criminal is a Loſs to a 
Prince, and ought to be grievous to him, in the 
common Regard of Humanity, and the more par- 
ticular Relation of his Office and the Name of Fa- 
ther, The King's Intereſt and Honour is more con- 
cerned in the Protection of the Innocent, than in 
the Puniſhment of the Guilty. This Maxim can 
never run them into Excefles; for it hath ever been 
look'd _ as a Mark of great Wiſdom and Virtue 
in ſome Princes and States, upon ſeveral Occaſions to 


deſtroy all Evidences againſt Delinquents; and no- 
thing 
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$- wiſh Twenty Evil Doers to eſcape Death through 
» Pity, that one Man to be unjuſtly condemned. Such 
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thing is more uſual than to compoſe the moſt dan. Wi 
gerous Diſtempers of Nations by Acts of genera] Þ in the 
Amneſty, which were utterly unjuſt, if it were a in the 
great a Crime to ſuffer the Guilty to eſcape, as to made 
deſtroy the Innocent. We do not only find thoſe 
Princes repreſented in Hiſtory under odious Charac- 
ters, who have baſely murdered the Innocent, but 
ſuch as by their Spies and Informers were too In- 
quiſitive after the Guilty; whereas none was ever 
blamed for Clemency, or for being too gentle In- 
terpreters of the Laws. Tho. Trajan was an excel. 
lent Prince, endowed with all Hzroical Virtues, yet 
the moſt Eloquent Writers, and his beſt Friends 
found nothing more to be praiſed in his Govern- 
ment, than that in his Time, all Men might think 
what they pleaſed, and every Man ſpeak what he 
thought, and he had no better Way of diſtjnguiſh- 
ing himſelf from his wicked Predeceſſors, than by 
hanging up the Spies and Informers, whom they had 
employed for the Diſcovery of Crimes, But if the 
Puniſhment of Offenders were as univerſally neceflary 
as the Protection of the Innocent, he were as much 
to be abhorred as Nero; and that Clemency which 
is ſo highly praiſed, were to be look'd upon as the 
worſt of Vices, and thoſe who have hitherto been 
taken for the Beſt of Princes, were altogether as de- 
teſtable as the Worſt; 

Moreover all Humane Laws were ordained for the 
Preſervation of the Innocent, and for their Sakes 
only are Puniſhments inflicted 3 that thoſe of our 
own Country do ſolely regard this, was well under- 
ſtood by Forteſcue, who ſaith, indeed I could rather 


Blood hath cried to Heaven for Vengeance againlt 
Families and Kingdoms, and their utter Deſtruction 
hath enſued. If a Criminal thould be acquitted by 
too great Lenity, Caution or otherwiſe, he may 
be reſerved for tuture Juſtice from Man or GOD, i 
he doth not repent 3 but tis Impoſſible that Satif | 
faction or Reparation ſhould be made for Innocent } agar 
Bloodſhed in the Forms of Juſtice. Without

Without all Queſtion the King's only juſt Intereſt 
in the Evidence given againſt rhe Party accuſed, and 
in the Manner of taking it, is to have the Truth 
made manifeſt, that Juſtice may thereupon be done 
Impartially : And if Accuſations may be firſt examin- 
ed in Secret more ſtrictly and exactly, to prevent 
Fraud and Perjury than is poſſible to be done in 
open Court, (as hath before appeared) then tis for 
the King's Benefit to have it ſo. And nothing done 
in, or by a Court about the Trial of the accuſed, 
is for the King, (in the Senſe of our Law) unleſs it 
ſome Way conduce to Juſtice in the Caſe. The Wit- 
neſſes which the Proſecuror brings, are no further 
for the King, than they tell the Truth and the whole 
Truth impartially; and by whomſoever any others 
may be called, upon the Enquiry, or the Trial to be 
examined, if they fincerely deliver the Truth of the 
Matters in Queſtion, they are therein the King's 
Witneſſes though the accuſed be acquitted by reaſon 
of their Teſtimonies. If ſuch as are offered by the 
Attorney General to prove Treaſon againſt any Man, 
ſhall be found to ſwear falſly, maliciouſly, or for 
Reward or Promiſes, though they depoſe poſitively 
Facts of Treaſon againſt the Accuſed, yet they are 
truly and properly Witneſſes againſt the King, by 
endeavouring to prevent Juſtice, and deſtroy his Sub- 
ts: Their Malice and Villainy being confeſſed or 
proved, the King's Attorney ought (ex Officio) to 
proſecute them in the King's Name, and at his Suit, 
for their Offences againſt him in ſuch Depoſitions 
pretended to have been for him: and the legal Form 
of the Indictment ought to be for their ſwearing 
falſly and maliciouſly againſt the Peace of the King, 
his Crown and Dignity. The Proſecutors themſelves, 
notwithſtanding their big Words, and affuming ro- 
themſelves to be for the King, if their Proſecution 
ſhall be proved to be malicious, or by Conſpiracy 


igainſt the Life or Fortune of the Accuſed, they are 
therein againſt the King, and ought to be Indifted 
at the King's Suit, for ſuch Proſecutions done 
Againſt His Crown and Dignity. And if an At- 
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torney General ſhould be found knowingly guilty 
of abetting ſuch a Conſpiracy, his Office could nat 
excuſe or Legally exempt him from ſuffering the 
villainous Judgment to the Deſtruction of him and 
his Family. Tis eſteemed in the Law one of the 
moſt odious Offences againſt the King, to attempt 
in his Name to deſtroy the Innocent, for whoſe 
Protection he himſelf was ordained. Queen Elia. 
beth had the true Senſe of our Law, when the 
Lord Burleigh, upon Sir Edward Coke her then At- 
torney's coming into her Preſence, told her, this is 
he who proſecutes Pro Domina Regina, for our Lady 
the Queen ,, and ſhe ſaid ſhe would have the Form 
of the Records altered; for it ſnould be Attornatus 
Generalis qui pro Domina veritate ſequitur. The At- 
torney General who proſecutes for our Lady the 
Truth. Whoever is truſted in that Employment dif- 
honours his Maſter and Office, if he gives Occaſion 
to the Subjects to believe that his Maſter ſeeks other 
Profits or Advantages by Accuſations, than the Com- 
mon Peace and Welfare: He ought not to excite a 
Jealouſie in any of their Minds, that Confiſcations of 
Eſtates are deſigned or deſired by any of the Kings 
Miniſters; whoſoever makes ſuch Advantages to the 
Crown their principal Aim in acculing, are either 
Robbers and Murderers, (in the Scripture Senſe) in 
ſeeking Innocent Blood for Gain, or in the Mildelt 
Conſtruction, (ſuppoſing the Accuſation to be on 
good Grounds) they ſhew themſelves to be of cor- 
rupt Minds, and a Scandal to their Maſter and the 
Government. Profit or Loſs of that kind ought to 
have no Place in judicial Proceedings againſt ſuſpett 
ed Criminals, but Truth is only to be regarded; and 
for this Reaſon the Judgments given in Court 
humane Inſtitution, are in Scripture called, the Judg: 
ments of G OD, who is the G OD of Truth. 
Yer further, if any Benefit to rhe King could be 
imagined by making the Evidence to the Grand- 
Jury Publick, it could not come in Ger - with 
the Law expreſſed in their Oath; which by conſtant 
uninterrupted Uſage, for ſo many Ages, both ob- 
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tained the Force of Law. Bracton and Britton in thei? 


ſeveral Generations bear Witneſs, that it was then 
practiſed; and greater Proof of it needs not be fought, 
than the Diſputes that appears by the Law-Books to 


have been amongſt the antient Lawyers, whether it 


was Treaſon or Felony for a Grand-Jury to diſcoyer, 
either who was indicted, or what Evidence was 
given them. The Truſt of the Grand-Juries was 
thought ſo ſacred in thoſe Ages, and their Secrecy 
of ſo great Concern to the Kingdom, that whoſoever 
ſhould break their Oath therein, was by all thought 
worthy to die; only ſome would have had them 
ſuffer as Traitors, others as Felons. And at this Day 
it is held to be a high Miſpriſon puniſhable by Fine 
and Impriſonment. The Law then having appointed 
the Evidence to be given to Grand-Juries in ſecret, 
the King cannot deſire to have it made publick. He 
can do no Wrong, ſaith the old Maxim, that is, he 
can do nothing againſt the Law, nor is any Thing to 
be judged for his Benefit that is not warranted by 
Law; His Will, Commands, and Defires are therein 
no otherwiſe to be known: He cannot change the 


legal Method or Manner of enquiring by Juries, nor 


vary in any particular Caſe from the cuſtomary and 
general Forms of judicial Proceedings; he can nei- 
ther abridge nor enlarge the Power of Juries, no 
more than he can leſſen the legal Power of the She- 
riffs or Judges, or by ſpecial Direction order the one 
how they ſhall execute Writs, and the other how 
on bog give Judgments, though theſe be made by 
imſelf. 

Tis criminal no doubt, for any to ſay, that the 
King defires a Court of Juſtice, or a Jury, to vary 
from the Direction of the Law, and they ought 
not to be believed therein: If Letters, Writs, or 
other Commands ſhould come to the Judges for 
thar Purpoſe, they are bound by their Oaths not 
to regard them, but to hold them for null; the 
Statutes of 2 E. 3. 8. and 20 E. 3. I. are expreſs, 
That if any Writs or Commandments come to the 
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of the ſame, or of right to the Parties, they ſhall 
proceed as if no ſuch Letters, Writs, or Commands 
were come to them: And the Subſtance of theſe and 
other Statutes is inſerted into the Oath taken by 
every Judge; and if they be under the moſt ſolemn 
and ſacred Tye in the Execution of Juſtice, to hold 
for nothing or none the Commands of the King un- 
der the Great Seal, ſurely the Word or Deſire of an 
Attorney General, in the like Caſe, ought to be leſs 
than nothing. 

Beſides, they are ſtrangely miſtaken, who think 
the King can have an Intereſt different from, or con- 
trary unto that of the Kingdom, in the Proſecution 
of Accuſed Perſons: His Concernments are involved 
in thoſe of his People; and he can have none diſtin(t 
from them. He is the Head of the Body Politick, 
and the Legal Courſe of doing Juſtice, is like the 
orderly Circulation of the Blood in the Natural Bo- 
dies, by which both Head and Body are equally pre- 
ſerved, and both periſh by the Interruption of it. 

The King is obliged to the utmoſt of his Power 
to maintain the Law, and Juſtice in its due Courſe, 
by his Coronation Oath, and the Truſt thereby repo- 
ſed in him. In former Ages he was conjured not to 
take the Crown, unleſs he reſolved punctually to ob- 
ſerve it. Bromton and others ſpeaking of the Coro 
nation of Richard the Firſt, delivers it thus, That

| watchfully to take Care of the King; and are fo 
far concerned in his Safety, that they can hope 
no longer to enjoy their own Lives and For- 
tunes in Peace, than they can preſerve him, and 
the good Order which according to the Laws he is 
to uphold. | | | 
It is the joint Intereſt of King and People that 
the antient Rules of doing Juſtice be held facred and 
nviolablez and they ate equally concerned in cauſing 
ſtrict Enquiries to be made into all Evidences given 
gainſt ſuſpected or accuſed Perſons, that the Truth 
may be diſcovered; and ſuch as dare to diſturb the 
publick Peace by breaking the Laws, may be brought 
to Puniſhment. And the whole Courſe of Judicial 
Proceedings in Criminal Cauſes, ſhews that the Peo- 
ple is therein equally concerned with the King, whoſe 
Name is uſed. This is the Ground of that Diſtinction

Unto which every Man 
muſt anſwer: But no Man can be brought to anſwer 
for Publick Crimes at the King's Suit otherwiſe than 
by Indictment of a Grand-Jury. 

The whole Courſe of doing Juſtice upon Crimi- 
nals, from the Beginning of the Proceſs, unto the 
Execution of the Sentence, is, and ever was eſteemed 
to be the Kingdom's Concernment as is evidenced by 
the frequent Complaints made in Parliament, that 
Capital Offenders were pardon'd to the Peoples Da. 
mage and Wrong. In the 13 Rich. 2. it is ſaid, that 
the King hearing the grievous Complaints of his 
Commons in Parliament, of the outragious Miſchief 
which happened unto the Realm, for that Treaſons, 
Murders, and Rapes of Women, be commonly done, 
and committed, and the more becauſe Charters of 
Pardon had been eaſily granted in ſuch Caſes; And 
thereupon it was enacted, that no Pardon for ſuch 
Crimes ſhould be granted, unleſs the ſame were par- 
ticularly ſpecified therein, and that if a Pardon were 
otherwiſe granted for the Death of a Man, the 
Judges ſhould notwithſtanding enquire by a Grand- 
Jury of the Neighbourhood concerning the Death of 
every ſuch Perſon, and if he were found to have 
been willfully murdered, ſuch Charter of Pardon to 
be diſallowed; and Proviſions were made by impoſing 
grievous Fines upon every Perſon, according to his 
Degree and Quality, or Impriſonment, who ſhould 
preſume to ſue to the King for any Pardons of the 
aforeſaid Crimes, and that ſuch Perſons might be 
known to the whole Kingdom, their Names were to 
be upon ſeveral Records. The like had been done in 
many Statutes made by ſeveral Parliaments, as in the 
6 Ed. 1. 9. the 2 Ed. 3. 2. the 10 Ed. 3. 2. and the 
14 Ed. 3. 15. wherein it was acknowledged by the 
Kin; in Parliament, That the Oath of the Crown had 
not been kept, by Reaſon of the Grant of Pardons cot- 
#rary to the aforeſaid Statutes and enacted that a 
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ſuch Charter of Pardon, from thenceforth granted agaiuſt 


the Oath of bis Crown and the ſaid Statutes, the ſame: 


ſbould be bolden for none. In the 27 Ed, 3.2. It is 


further provided for preventing the People's Damage 
by ſuch Pardons, That from tbenceforth in every Char- 
ter of Pardon of Felony, which ſhall be granted at any 
Man's Suggeſtion, the ſaid Suggeſtion and the Name of 
lim that maketh the Suggeſtion, ſpal be compriſed in 
the ſame Charter, and if after the ſame Suggeſtion be 


found unt r ue, the Charter ſhall be diſalowed and holden 


for none: And the Juſtices before whom ſuch Charter 
ſhall be alledged, ſhall enquire of the ſame Suggeſtion, 
and that as well of Charters granted before shu Time, 
as of Charters which ſhall be granted in Time to come, 
and if they find them untrue, then they ſhall diſallow 
the Charter ſo alledged, and ſhall moreover do as the 
Law demandeth. 

Thus have Parliaments from Time to Time decla- 
red, that the Offences againſt the Crown are againſt 
the Publick Welfare, and that Kings are obliged by 
their Oath and Office to cauſe Juſtice to be done up- 
on Traitors and Felons for the Kingdom's Sake; ac- 
cording to the ancient Common Law, declared by 
Magna Charta in theſe Words: Nulli negabimus , 9 Hen. 3. 
ml; vendemus, nulli differemus Fuſtitiam. We will 29. 
ſell to no Man, we will not deny or defer to any 
Man either Juſtice or Right. 

And as the Publick is concerned, that the due and 
legal Methods be obſerved in the Proſecution of Of- 
fenders, ſo likewiſe doth the Security of every ſingle 
Man in the Nation depend upon it: No Man can 
alure himſelf he ſhall not be accuſed of the higheſt 
Crimes. Let a Man's Innocence and Prudence be 
what it will, yet his moſt inoffenſive Words and Acti- 
ons are liable to be miſconſtrued, and he may, by 
dubornation and Conſpiracy, have Things laid to his 
Charge, of which he is no Ways guilty. Who can 
ſpeak or carry himſelf with that Circumfpettion, as 
not to have his harmleſs Words or Actions wreſted 
to 1 wars (ny he intended 2 ig cy be ſe⸗ 
Aue trom having a Paper put into hi ts, or 
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laid in his Houſe, of which he ſhall know nothing 
till his Accuſation? Hiſtory affords many Examples 
of the deteſtable Practices in this Kind of wicked 
Court Paraſites, among which one may ſuffice for In-

a powerful Favourite, under Antiochus the younger, 
but a Man noted to be a Fayourer of Liars, was made 
Uſe of againſt the innocent and brave Epigenes: He 
had long watch'd to kill him, for that he found him 
a Man of great Eloquence and Valour, having alſo 
Favour and Authority with the King; He had un- 
juſtly but unſucceſsfuly accuſed him of Treaſon by falſe 
Gloſſes put upon his faithful Advice given to the 
King in open Council; this not prevailing, he by 
Artifice got him put out of his Command, and to 
retire from Court; which done, he laid a Plot againſt 
him, with the Help and Council of (one of his Com- 
plices) Alexis, and writing Letters as if they had 
been ſent from Aolon, (who was then in open Rebel- 
lion againſt his Prince for Fear, amongſt other Rea- 
ſons, of the Cruelty and Treachery of Hermes) and 
corrupted one of Alexis's Servants with great Pro- 
miſes, who went to Epigenes, to thruſt the Letters 
ſecretly amongſt his other Writings, which when he 
had done, Alexis came ſuddenly to Epigenes, demand- 
ing of him, if he had received any Letter from Mo 
5 and when he ſaid he had none, the other ſaid, 
he was confident he ſhould find ſome, wherefore en. 
tring the Houſe to ſearch; he found the Letters, and 
taking this Occaſion, flew him, (leſt if the Fact had 
been duly examined, the Conſpiracy had been dif 
covered.) Theſe Things happening thus, the King 
thought that he was juſtly ſlain; in this Manner the 
worthy Epigenes ended his Days: But this great 
Man's Deſigns did not reſt here; for within a while 
heightened with Succeſs, he fo arrogantly abuſed His 
Maſter's Authority, as he grew dangerous to the 
King himſelf, as well as to thoſe about him; inſo- 
much as Antiochas was forced for that he hated and 
feared Hermes, to take away his Life by Stratagem, 
thereby to ſegure himſelf, By theſe, and a _ 
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other Ways, the moſt unblemiſh'd Innocence may be 
brought into the greateſt Danger. Since then every 
Maa is thus ealiiy ſubject to Queſtion, and what is 
one Man's Caſe this Day may be another Man's to 
Morrow, it is undoubtedly every Man's Concern, to 
ſee (as far as in him lies) in every Caſe, that the ac- 
cuſed Perſon may have the Benefit of all ſuch Provi- 
ſions as th2 Law hath made for the Defence of Inno- 
cence and Reputation, 

Now to this End there is nothing ſo neceffary as 
the ſecret and ſeparate Examination of Witneſſes, for 
though perhaps (as hath been already obſerved) it 
may be no very difficult Thing for ſeveral Perſons, 
who are permitted to diſcourſe with each other free- 
ly, and to hear, or be told what each of their Fel- 
lows had been asked and anſwered, to agree in one 
Story, eſpecially if the Jury may not ask what Queſ- 
tions they ſhall think fit for the Satisfaction of their 
own Conſciences z but that they ſhall be ſo far under 
the Correction and Cenſure of the Judges; as to have 
the Queſtions which they put, called by them Tri- 
tles, impertinent, and unfit for the Witneſſes to ſpeak 
to; yet if they be examined apart, with that due 
Care of ſifting out all the Circumſtances which the 
Law requires, where every Man of the Jury is at 
full Liberty to enquire into any Thing for his clearer 
Information, and that with what Deliberation they 
think fir, and all this be done with that Secrecy 
which the Law commands; it will be almoſt impoſ- 
ible for a Man to ſuffer under a falſe Accuſation. 

Nor has the Law been leſs careful for the Repu- 
tation of the Subjects of England, than for their 
Lives and Elitates, and this ſeems to be one Reaſon 
why in Criminal Caſes, a Man ſhall not be brought 
to an open legal Trial by a Petit. Jury, till the Grand- 
he Law having en- 
truſted the Grand Inqueſt in a ſpecial Manner with 
their good Names; they are therefore not only to 
enquire whether the Fact that is laid, was done by 
the Party accuſed, but into the Cireumſtances there- 
af too, whether it were done traiterouſly, feloni- 
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ouſly, or maliciouſly, &c. according to the Manner 
charged, which Circumſtances are not barely Matter 
of Form, but do conſtitute the very Eſſence of the 
Crime; and laſtly into the Credit of the Witneſſes, 
and that of the Party accuſed, and unleſs they find 
both the Fact proved upon him, and ſtrong Pre- 
ſumptions of ſuch aggravating Circumſtances attend- 
ing it, as the Law requires in the Specification of 
ſuch Crime, and likewiſe are ſatisfied in the Credibj- 
lity of the Witneſſes; they ought not to expoſe the 
Subject to an open Trial in the Face of the County, 
to a certain Loſs of his Reputation, and Hazard of 
his Life and Eſtate. Moreover ſhould this Practice 
of publick Examination prevail, and the Juror's Oath 
of Secrecy continue, how partial and unequal a Thing 
would it be to declare that to all the World, which 
will blaſt a Man's good Name, and religiouſly conceal 
what they may know tending to his Juſtification: To 
examine Witneſſes (perhaps ſuborned) certainly pre- 
pared, and have Evidence dreſſed up with all the 
Advantages that Lawyers Wits can give it, of the 
fouleſt Crimes a Man can be guilty of, and this given 
before ſome thouſands againſt him, and yet for the 
ſame Court to ſwear thoſe, whom the Law makes 

udges in the Caſe, not to reveal one Word of thoſe 

eaſons, which have ſatisfied their Conſciences of his 
Innocence. What is this, but an Artifice of ſlan- 
dring Men (it may be) of the moſt unſpotted Con- 
verſation, and of abuſing Authority, not ſo much to 
find Men guilty, as make them infamous ? After this 
Ignominy is fixed, what Judgment can the Auditors 
(and from them the World) make, but of high Pro- 
bability of Guilt in the Party accuſed, and Perjury 
in the Jury. 

This Courſe, if it ſhould be continued, muſt needs 
be of moſt dangerous Conſequence to all Sorts of 
Men; it will both ſubje every one without Relief 
to be defamed, and fright the beſt and moſt conſci- 
entious Men, from ſerving on Grand-Juries, which 1s 
a molt neceflary Part of their Duty. Now ſince there 
is in our Government (as in every one that is well 

conſtituted 
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conſtituted there ought to be) great Liberty of Ac 
cſation, that no Man may be encouraged to do ill 
through Hopes of Impunity, if by this Means a Mo- 
thod be opened, for the blaſting the moſt innocent 
Man's Honour, and deterring the moſt honeſt from 
being his Judges, what remains, but that every Man's 
Reputation, which is moſt dear unto ſuch as are 
good, is held precariouſly, and it will be in the Power 
of great Men to pervert the Laws, and take away 
whoſe Life and Eſtate they pleaſe, or at leaſt to 
faſten Imputations of the moſt deteſted Crimes upon 
my, whom for ſecret Reaſons they have a Mind to 
defame. The Conſequences of which Scandal, as. 
they are very miſchievous to every Man, ſo in a 
Trading Country in a more eſpecial Manner, to all 
who live by any Vocation of that Kind. 

The greateſt Part of Trade is driven upon Credit, 
moſt Men of any conſiderable Employment, dealing 
for much more than they are truly worth, and eyery 
Man's Credit depends as well upon his Behaviour to 
the Government he lives under, as upon his private 
Honeſty in his Tranſactions between Man and Man; 
ſo that the Suſpicion only of his being obnoxious to 
the Government is enough to ſet all his Creditors 
upon his Back, and put a Stop to all his Affairs, per- 
haps to his utter Ruin, What Expedition and Vio- 
lence will they all uſe to recover their Debts, when 
he ſhall be publickly charged with ſuch Crimes as 
forfeit Life and Eſtate ? Though there ſhould not be 
one Word of the Accuſation true, yet they know- 
ing the Charge and the ſeeming Proofs in the Court, 
and the Conſequences of it, and not being acquainted 
with the Truth, as it appears to the Jury, Self-In- 
tereſt will make his Creditors to draw in their Ef- 
fects, which is no more than a new Contrivance, 
under Colour of Law, of undoing honeſt Men. 

If to prevent any of theſe Miſchiefs the Jury 
ſhould diſcover their Fellows and their own Coun- 
ſel, as the Court by publick Examination doth, it 
would not only be a wilful Breach of their Oath, 
but a betraying of the Truſt which the Law has ”» 
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poſed in them, for the Security of the Subject: For 
to ſubject the Reaſons of their Verdicts upon Bills to 
the Cenſure of the Judges, were to diveſt themſelycs 
of the Power which the Law has given them, for 
moſt im nt Conſiderations, without Account or 
Controul, and to intereſt thoſe in it, whom the Lay 
has not in this Caſe truſted, and fo by Degrees, the 
Courſe of Juſtice in one of the moſt material Parts 
may be changed, and a fundamental Security of our 
Liberty and Property inſenſibly loſt, On the other 
Hand, if for Fear of being unworthily reproached as 
Ignor amas Jury-Men, obſtinate Fellows, that obſtruct 
Juſtice, and differve the King, the Grand-Jury ſhall 
ſuffer the Judges, or the King's Council to Jon 
with them to indorſe Billa vera, when their Conſci- 
ences are not ſatisfied in the Truth of the Accuſati- 
on, they act directly againſt their Oaths, oppreſs the 
innocent whom they ought to protect; as far as in 
them lies, ſubject their Country, themſelves, and 
Poſterity to Arbitrary Powers, pervert the Admini- 
ſtration of Juſtice, and averthrow the Government, 
__ is inſtituted for the obtaining of it, and ſubſiſts 
y it. | 

This ſeems to be the greateſt Treaſon, that can be 
committed againſt the whole Kingdom, and threatens 
Ruin unto every Man in private in it. None can be 
ſafe againſt authorized Malice, and notwithſtanding 
the Care of our Anceſtors, Rapine, Murder, and the 
warſt of Crimes, may be advanced by the Formality 
of Verdicts, if Grand-Juries be overawed, or not 
ſuffered to enquire into the Truth, to the Satisfaction 
of their Conſciences. Every Man whilſt he lives in- 
nocently, doth, under GO D, place his Hopes of Se- 


curiry in the Law, which can give no Protection, if 


its due Courſe be fo interrupted, that Frauds cannot 


be diſcovered, Witneſſes may as well favour Offen · 


ders, as give falſe Teſtimony againſt the guiltleſs, 
and if they, by hearing what each other faith, are 
ut into a Way of concealing their villainous De- 
gns, there can be no legal Revenge of the Crimes 


aready committed, Qchery by their Impunity wik 
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be encouraged to do the like: And every quiet mind- 
ed Perſon will be equally expoſed unto private Inju- 
ries, and ſuch as may be done unto him, under the 
Colour of Law. No Man can promiſe unto him- 
ſelf any Security for his Life or Goods, and they 
who do not ſuffer the utmoſt Violences in their own 
Perſons, may do it in their Children, Friends, and 
neareſt Relations, if he be deprived of the Remedies 
that the Law ordains, and forced to depend upon the 
Will of a Judge, who may be (and perhaps we may 
ſay) are too often corrupted, or ſwayed by their own 
Paſſions, Intereſts, or the Impulſe of ſuch as are 
greater than they, This Miſchief is aggravated by 
2 commonly received Opinion, that whoſoever ſpeaks 
againſt an accuſed Perſon is the King's Witneſs, and 
the worſt of Men, in their worſt Dcſigns do uſually 
ſhelter themſelves under that Name, whereas he only 
is the King's Witneſs, who ſpeaks the Truth, whe- 
ther it be for or againſt him that is accuſed. As the 
Power of the King is the Power of the Law, he can 
have no other Intention than that of the Law, which 
is to have Juſtice impartially adminiſtred, and as he 
is the Father of his People, he cannot but incline 
ever to the gentleſt Side, unleſs it be poſlible for a 
Father to delight in the Deſtruction, or deſire to en- 
rich himſelf by the Confiſcation of his Childrens E- 
ſtates. If the moſt wicked Princes have had different 
Thoughts, they have been oblig d to diſſemble them. 
We know of none worſe than Nero, but he was ſo 
far from acknowledging, that he deſired any Man's 


Condemnation, that he looked upon the Neceſſity of Sne. Vit. 
 figning Warrants for the Execution of Malefactors, 


as a Burthen, and rather wiſhed he had not learnt to 


write, than to be obliged to do it. They who by 74. 


ſpreading ſuch barbarous Errors, would create unto 
the King, an Intereſt different from that of his Pro- 
ple which he is to preſerve, whilſt they pretend to 
ſerve him in deſtroying of them, they deprive him of 
his Honour and Dignity z Juſtice is done in all Pla- 
ces, in the Name of the Chief Magiſtrate, it being 
preſumed, that he doth embrace every one of his 
R eee

Subjects with equal Tenderneſs, until the Guilty are 
by Legal Proofs diſcriminated from the Innocent, 
and amongſt us the King's Name may be uſed in Ci- 
vil Caſes, as well as Criminal: But it is as impoſſi- 
ble for him rightly to deſire I ſhould be condemned 
for killing a Man whom I have not killed, or a 
Treaſon that I have not committed, as that my Land 
ſhould be unjuſtly taken from me by a Judgment in 
his Bench, or I ſhould be condemned to pay a Debt 
that I do not owe. 

In both Caſes we ſue unto him for Juſtice, and de- 
mand it as our Right. We are all concerned in it, 
publickly and privately, and the King, as well as all 
the Officers of Juſtice, are by their ſeveral Oaths, 
obliged in their reſpeCtive Capacities to perform it. 
They are bound to give their Aſſiſtance to find out 
Offenders, and the King's Attorney is by his Oath 
to proſecute them, if he be required; and he is not 
only the King's Servant in ſuch Caſes, but the Nati- 
on's; or rather, cannot otherwiſe ſerve the King, 
than by ſ eing Juſtice done in the Nation. Whenſo- 
ever any Man receives an Injury in his Perſon, Wife, 
Children, Friends, or Goods, the King is injured, 
in as much as he is by his Office to prevent ſuch 
Miſchief, and ought to be concerned in the Welfare 
of every one of his Subjects; but the Parties to 
whom the Injuries are done, are the immediate Suf- 
ferers, and the Proſecution is principally made, that 
they may be repaired or revenged, and other inno- 
cent Perſons ſecured by the Puniſhment of Offenders, 
in which the King can be no otherwiſe concerned, 
then as he is to ſee his Office faithfully performed, 
and his People protected. The King's Suit therefore 
is in the Behalf of his People, yet the Laws leave 
unto every Man a Liberty, in Caſe of Treaſons, Mur- 
ders, Rapes, Robberics, &c. to ſue in the King's 
Name, and crave his Aid, or by Way of Appeal in 
his own. The ſame Law looks upon Felons, or Trai- 
tors as publick Enemies, and by authorizing every 
one to purſue or apprehend them, teacheth us, that 
every Man, in his Place, ought to do it, The ſame Act 
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whereby one, or a few are injured, threatneth all, and 
every Man's private Intereſt ſo concurs with that of 
the publick, that all depends upon the exact Preſer- 
vation of the Method preſcribed by the Law, for the 
impartiat Inquiſition after ſuſpected Offenders, and 
moſt tender Care of preſerving ſuch as are innocent. 
As this cannot poſſibly be effected without ſecret and 
ſeperate Examinations, the forbidding of them is no 
leſs, than to change the Courſe, which is enjoyned 
by Law, confirmed by Cuſtom, and grounded upon 
Reaſon and Juſtice. If on the other Side any Man 
believe, that ſuch as in the King's Name proſecute 
ſuſpected Delinquents, ought only to try how they 
may bring them to be condemned, he may be pleaſed 
to conſider, that all ſuch Perſons ought, according 
unto Law, to produce no Witneſs whom they do 
not think to be true: No Evidence which they do 
not believe good, nor can conceal any Thing that 
may juſtifie the Accuſed. No Trick or Artifice can 
be lawfully uſed to deceive a Grand Jury, or induce 
them to find or reject a Bill, otherwiſe than as they 
are led by their own Conſciences. All Lawyers were 
antiently ſworn to put no Deceit upon the Courts 
for their Clients Sake, and there are Statutes ſtill in 
Force to puniſh them, if they do it, but there is an 
eternal Obligation upon ſuch as are of Conni againſt 
Perſons accuſed of Crimes, not to uie ſuch Arts as 
may bring the innocent to be condemned, and there- 
by pervert that which is not called the Judgment of 
Man, but of GOD, becauſe Man renders it in the 
Stead, and by the Commandment of G OD, ſuch 
Practices exalt the Iuriſdiction of Tribunals, but in- 
fect and pollute them with that innocent Blood, 
which will be their Overthrow : And leaſt of all, can 
It he called a Service to the King, ſince none could 
ever ſtand againſt the Cry of it. This is neceſſarily 
implied in the Attorney General his Oath, to ſerve 
the King in his Kingly Office, wherein the Law pre- 
ſumes he can do no Wrong : But the greateſt of all 
Wrongs, and that which hath been moſt deſtructive 
unto Thrones, is by Fraud to circumvent and deſtroy 
the 
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the Innocent: This is to turn a legal King ints 4 
Nimrod, a Hunter of Men: This is not to act the 
Part of a Father or a Shepherd, who is ready to lay 
down his Life for his Sheep, but ſuch as the Pſalmiſt 
complains of, who eat up the People as if they eat 
Bread: Jezebel did perhaps applaud her own Wit, 
and think ſhe had done a great Service to the King; 
by finding out Men of Belial, Judges, and Witnel⸗ 
ſes to bring Naboth to be ſtoned 3; but that unregarded 
Blood was a Canker, or the Plague of Leproſe in 
his Throne and Family, which could not be cured but 
by its Overthrow and Extinction. But if the Attor- 
ney General cannot ſerve the King by abuſing Juries, 
and ſnbverting the Innocent, he can as little gain an 
Advantage to himſelf by falſify ing his Oath, by the 
true Meaning whereof he is to proſecute Juſtice im- 
partially, and the Eternal Divine Law would annul 
any Oath or Promiſe that he ſhould have taken to 
the contrary, even though his Office had obliged him 
unto it. 

The like Obligation lies upon Jurors not to ſuffer 
themſelves to be deluded or perſwaded, that the 
Judges, King's Council, or any others can diſpenſe 
with that Oath, or any Part of it, which they have 
taken before GOD unto the whole Nation; nor to 
think that they can ſwerve from the Rules ſer by the 
Law without a damnable Breach of it. The Power 
of relating or diffolving conſcientious Obligations, 
acknowledged in the Pope; makes a great Part of 
the Roman Superſtitions and that grand Impoſtor 
could never corrupt Kingdoms and Nations to their 
Deſtruction, and the Eſtabliſhment of his Tyranny; 
until he had brought them to believe he could 
diſpenſe with Oaths, taken by Kings unto their 
Subjects, and by Subjects to their Kings; nor impoſe 
ſo extravagant an Error upon either, until he had 

ſuaded them he was in the Place of G OD. It 
is hard to ſay how the Judges or King's Council can 
have the ſame Power, unleſs it be upon the fame 
Title; but we may be ſure they may as well diſpenſe 


with the whole Oath as any Part of it, and can * 
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no Pretenee unto either, unleſs they have the Keys 


of Heaven and Hell in their keeping: Ir is in vain 
to ſay, the King as any other Man may remit the 
Oath taken unto and for himſelf; He is not a Party 
for himſelf, but in the Behalf of his People, and can- 
not diſpoſe of their Concernments without their Con- 
ſent, which is given only in Parliament. 

The King's Council ought to remember, they are 
in Criminal Caſes of Council unto every Man in the 
Kingdom; It is no Ways referred unto the Direction 
of the Judges, or unto them, whether that Secrecy 
enjoined by Law, be profitable to the King or King- 
dom; They muſt take the Law as it is, and render 
Obedience unto it, until it be altered by the Power 
that made it. To this End the Judges by Acts of 
Parliament, viz. 18 Ed. 3. Cap. 8. and 20 Ed. 3. Cap. 
1. are ſworn to ſerve the People. Te ſha# ſerve our 
Lord the King and his People in the Office of Juſtice, 
&c. Te ſhall deny to no Man common Right by the 
King's Letters, nor no other Man's, nor for no other 
Cauſe; and in Default thereof in any Point, they are 
to forfeit their Bodies, Lands and Goods. This proves 
them to be the Peoples Servant's as well as the King's. 

Further, by the expreſs Words of the Commiſſi- 
ons of Oyer and Terminer, they are required to aſſiſt 
every Man that ſuffers Injury, and make diligent In- 
quifition after all Manner of Falſhoods, Deceits, Offen- 
ces, and Wrongs done to any Man, and thereupon to do 
Juſtice according to the Law : So that in the whole Pro- 
ceedings in order unto Tryal, and in the Tryals them- 
ſelves, the Thing principally intended, which ſeveral 
Perſons are ſeverally in their Capacities obliged to 
purſue, is, the Diſcovery of Truth: The Witneſſes 
are to depoſe the Truth, the whole Truth, and nothing 
but the Truth : 1 the Council for the King 
are to proſecute: The Grand- Jury to preſent, and the 
Petit. Jury to try: Theſe are ſeveral Offices, but all 
to the ſame End; Tis not the Priſoner, but the 
Crime that is to be purſued; This primarily, the 
Offender but by Conſequence; and therefore ſuch 
Courſes muſt be taken, as may diſcover that, and not

poſeth may be ignorant as well as innocent; and 
therefore has provided, that the Court ſhall be of 
Council for him, and as well inform him of what 
Legal Advantages the Law allows him, as to reſolve 
any Point of Law when he ſhall propoſe it to them; 
And it ſeems to be upon the Preſumption of this 
ſteady Impartiality in the Judges, (thus obliged by 
all that is held Sacred before GOD and Man to be 
unbiafſed) that the Priſoner hath no Council; for if 
the Court faithfully perform their Duty, the Accuſed 
can have no Wrong or Hardihip, and therefore needs 
no Adviſer. 

Now ſuppoſe a Man perfectly innocent, and in ſome 
Meaſure knowing in the Law, ſhould be accuſed of 
Treaſon or Felony ; if the Judges ſhall deny unto the 
Grand-Jury the Liberty of examining any Witneſſes, 
except in open Court, where nothing ſhall be offered 
that may help to clear the Priſoner, but every Thing F high 
aggravated, that gives Colour for the Accuſation; ſuch J Nam 
Perſons only produced, as the King's Council, or the  Offic 
Proſecutors ſhall think fit to call, of whoſe Credit I to v« 
alſo the Jury muſt not enquire, but ſhall be con: and 
troull'd and brow-beaten in asking Queſtions, of ſuch I I 
unknown Witnefſes, for their own Satisfaction, if I inter

How Lr. Innocence ſecure any Man from being ar-

And if the Oath of the Judges ſhould be as much 
forgotten in the further Proceedings upon the Tryal 
where in Caſes of Treaſon the Priſoner ſhall have 
the King's Council (commonly not the moſt unlearn- 
ed) prepared with ſtudied Speeches and Arguments, 
to make him black and odious, and to ſtrein all his 
Words, and to alledge them for Inſtances of his 
Guilt: If then all his private Papers and Notes to 
help his Memory in his Plea and Defence, ſhall be 
taken from him by the Goaler, or the Court, and 
given tè his Proſecutors; And all Advice and Aſſiſt- 
ance from Councils, or Friends, and his neareſt Re- 
lations ſhall be denied him, and none ſuffered by 
Word or Writing to inform him of the Indifferency, 
or Honeſty, or the Partiality or Malice of the Pan- 
nels returned (whom the Law allows him to chat 
lenge or refuſe, either peremptorily, or for good Rea- 
ſons offered ;) ſhould be be thus deprived of all the 
good Provifions of the Law for his Safety, To what 
Frauds, Perjuries, and Subornations is not he, and 
every Man expoſed, who may be accuſed? What De- 
ceits may there not be put upon Juries? and what 
Probability is there of finding Security in Innocence ? 
What an admirable Execution would this be of their 
Commiſſion, To make diligent Inquiſition after all 
Manner of Falſhoods, Deceits, Wrongs and Frauds, 
and thereupon to do Juſtice according te Law? When 
at the ſame Time if ſo managed, a Method would 
be introduced of ruining and deſtroying any Man in 
the Form of Juſtice. Such Practices would be the 
higheſt Diſhonour to the King imaginable, whoſe 
Name is uſed, and ſo far miſrepreſent the Kingly 
Office, as to make that appear, to have been erected 
to vex and deſtroy the People, which was intended, 
and ordained to help and preſerye them. 

The Law fo far abhors ſuch Proceedings, that is 
intends, that every Man ſhould be ſtrictiy bound, to 
be exacily juſt, in their ſeveral —— _ 
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fo the Execution of Juſtice. The Sergeant, of the 
King's Council (Sir George F*ff7ys, among the reſt) 
who proſecute in the King's Name, and are conſulted 
in the forming Bills of Indictment, and Advice about 
the Witneſſes and their Teſtimonies againſt the Ac- 
cuſed 3 Theſe (if they would remember it) when 
they are made Sergeants, take an Oath (Cokes 2d 
Inſtitutes, Peg. 214.) as well and truly to ſerve the 
People (whereof the Party accuſed is one) as the 
King himſelf, and to minizer the King's Matters duly 
and truly after the Courſe of the Law to their C. 
ning; Not to uſe their Cunning and Craft to hide 
the Truth and deſtroy the Accuſed if they can. 
They are alſo obliged by the Statute of wen, l. 
Cap. 29. To put no Manner of Deceit or Colluſon 
upon the King's Court, nor ſecretly to conſent to 
any ſuch Tricks as may abuſe or beguile the Court, 
or the Party, be it in Cauſes Civil or Criminal : And 
it is ordained that if any of them be convicted of ſuch 
Practices, he ſhall be impriſoned for a Year, and never 
be heard to plead again in any Court; and if the miſ- 
chievous Conſequence of their Treacheries be great, 
they are ſubject to further and greater Puniſhments, 
Oar antient Law-Book called the Mirror of Fuſtice, 
Cap. 2. Sect. 4. ſays, That every Sergeant Pleader 1s 
chargeable by bis Oath, not to maintain or defend any 
Wrong or Falſhood to his Knowledge, but ſhall leave 
his Client when be ſhall perceive the Wrong intended by 
him: Alſo that be ſhall not move or proffer any falſe 
Tejtimony, nor conſent to ary Lies, Deceits or Corrup- 
tions whatſoever in his Pleadings. 

As a further Securiry unto the People againſt all 
Attempts upon their Laws, Exemplary Juſtice hath 
been done, in ſeveral Ages, upon juch Judges and 
Juſti- jaries, as through Corruption, Submiſſion unto 

- unjuſt Commands, or any other ſiniſter Conſideration, 
have dared to ſwerve from them: The Puniſhments 
of theſe wicked Men remain upon Record, as Mont 
ments of their Iufamy to be a Terror unto all that 
ſhall ſucceed them. In the Reign of the Saxons the 

moſt notabl. Example was given by King * 
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who caus'd above forty Judges to be hanged in x 
ſhort Space for ſeveral Wrongs done to the People, 
as is related in the Mirror of Juſtice: Some of them 
ſuffered for impoſing upon Juries, and forcing them 
to give Verdict according to their Will; And one as 
it ſeems, had taken the Confidence to examine a Ju- 
ry, that he might find which of them would ſubmit 
to his Will, and ſetting aſide him who would not, 
condemned a Man upon the Verdict of Eleven. 
Since the coming in of the Normans, our Parlia- 
ments have not been leſs ſevere againſt ſuch Judges, 
as have ſuffered the Courſe of Juſtice to be perverted, 
or the Rights and Liberties of the People to be in- 
vaded: In the Time of Edward the 1ſt, Anno 1289. 
The Parliament finding, That all the Judges (except 
Two) had ſwerv'd from their Duty, condemned them 
to ſeveral Puniſhments according unto their Crimes, 


As Baniſhmenr, perpetual Impriſonment, or the Loſs Ex chron. 
of all their Eſtates, &c. Their particular Offences 4 Ed. 


are ſpecified in a Speech made by the Arch-biſhop of 
Canterbury in Parliament. They had broken Magna 
Charta; Incited the King againſt his People; Viola- 
ted the Laws under Pretence of expounding them; 
And impudently preſumed to prefer their own Coun- 
cils to the King, before the Advices of Parliament; 
as appears by the Speech, &c. hereunto annex d. 
The like was done in Ed. the 2d's Time, when 
Hugh de Spencer was charged for having prevailed 
with the King to break his Oath to the People, in 
doing Things againſt the Law by his own Authority. 
In Ed. the 3d's Time, Judge Thorpe was hanged 
for having in the like Manner brought the King to 


break his Oath: And the happy Reign of that great Dan. Hif: 
King affords many Inſtances of the like Nature, a- p. 260, 
mongſt which the Puniſhment of Sir Henry Green 81 


and Sir William Skipwith, deſerve to be obſerved and 
put into an equal Rank with thoſe of his brave an 
victorious Grandfather. | 
In Richard the 2d's Time, Eleven of the Judges, 
forgetting the dreadful Puniſhments of their Prede- 


Fellors, ſubſcribed malicious Indictments againſt Law,

see all the ad 1 gave falſe Interpretations of our antient Laws 
Engliſh to the King, thereby to bring many of his moſt 
iber eminent and worthieſt Subjetts, to ſuffer as Traytors 
Saghees at his Will: Subjected the Authority, and very Be. 
Fibian. ing of Parliaments to his abſolute Pleaſure, and made 
Speed. &c. him believe, that all the Laws lay in his own Breaſt: 
in the 11 Hereupon Sentence of Death pafſed upon them; and 
1 of tho' upon their Repentance and Confeſſing, they had 
Kicbard been ſwayed by Fear and Threatnings from the King, 
the 2d, Two only were executed, all the others were for ever 
baniſhed, as unworthy to enjoy the Benefit of that 
Law, which they had fo perfidiouſly and baſely be- 
trayed. 

It were an endleſs Work to recite all the Exam- 
les of this Kind that are found in our Hiſtories and 
ecords; but that of Empſon and Dudley muſt not 
be omitted: They had craftily contrived to aboliſh 
Grand Juries and to draw the Lives and Eſtates of 
the People into Queſtion, without Indictments by 
them; and by Surprize, and other wicked Practices, 
they gained an Act of Parliament for their Counte- 
nance: Hereupon falſe Accuſations followed without 
Number; Oppreſſion and Injuſtice broke forth like a 
Flood, and to gain the King's Favour, they filled his 
Coffers: The Indictments againſt them mentioned in 
Anderſon's Reports, p. 156, 157. are worth reading 
whereby they are charged with Treaſon for ſubvert- 
ing the Laws and Cuſtoms of the Land, in their Pro- 
ceedings without Grand-Furies, and procuring the 
Murmuring and Hatred of the People againſt tht 
King, to the great Danger of him and the Kingdom. 
Nothing could ſatisfy the Kingdom, tho' the King 
was dead, whom they had flattered and ſerved, but 
ſuch Juſtice done upon them, and many of their In- 
ſtruments and Officers, as may for ever make the 

Ears of Judges to tingle. 
And it is not to be forgotten, that the Judges it 
Queen Elizabeth's 1ime, in the Caſe of R. Cavendi 
in Anderſon's Reports, p. 152 and 155. were (as the) 
told the Qucen and her Councellors) by the Puniſt- 
ment of former Judges, eſpecially of Empſon and _ 
of 
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ley, deterred from obeying her illegal Commands : The 
Queen had ſent ſeveral Letters under her Signet 
Great Men preſſed them to obey her Patent under 
the Great Seal, and the Reaſons of their Diſobedi- 
ence being required; They anſwered, That the Queen 
ber ſelf, and the Judges, alſo had taken an Oath to 
keep the Laws; And if they ſhould obey ber Com- 
mands, the Laws would not warrant them, and they 
ſhould therein break their Oath, to the Offence of GO D 
and their Country, and the Commonwealih wherein they 
were born; And, ſay they, if we hed no Fear of 
GOD, yet the Examples aud Puniſhments of others 
before us, who did offend the Laws, do remember and 
recal us from the like Offences. 

Whoſoever being in the like Places may deſign, or 
be put upon the like Practices, will do well to con · 
ſider theſe Examples, and not to think, that he, who 
obliquely endeavours to render Grand-Juries uſeleſs, 
is leſs Criminal, than he, that would abſolutely abo- 
liſh them: That which doth not act according to its 
Inſtitution, is, as if it were not in Being: And who» 
ever doth without Prejudice conſider this Matter, 
will ſee that it is not leſs pernicious to deny Ju- 
ries the Uſe of thoſe Methods of diſcovering Truth 
which the Law hath appointed, and ſo by Degrees 
turn them into a meer Matter of Form, than open- 
ly, and avowedly to deſtroy them. Surely ſuch a 
gradual Method of deſtroying our Native Right, is 
the moſt dangerous in its Conſequence. The Safety, 
which our Fore-fathers for many hundreds of Years, 
enjoyed under this Part of the Law eſpecially, and 
hare tranſmitted ro us, is ſo apparent to the meaneſt 
Capacity, that whoever ſhall go about to take it 
away, or give it up, is like to meet with the Fate 
of /hmael, to have every Man's Hand againſt him, 
becauſe his is againſt every Man. Artifices of this 
Kind, will ruin us more filently, and fo with leſs 
Oppoſition, and yet as certainly, as the other more 
moved Oppreſſion: This only is the Difference, that 


one Way we ſhould be Slaves immediately, and the 
Ther inſenſibly); But with 95 further Diſadvantage 
M93 
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too, that our Slavery ſhould be the more unavoidable, 
and the faſter rivited upon us, becauſe it would be 
_ Colour of Law, which Practice in lime would 
obtain. 

Few Men at firſt ſee the Danger of little Changes 
in Fundamentals, and thoſe, who deſign them, uſu- 
ally act with ſo much Craft, as beſides the giving 
ſpecious Reaſons, they take great Care, that the true 
Reaſon ſhall not appear: Every Deſign therefore of 
changing the Conſtitution ought to be moſt warily 
obſerved, and timely oppoſed z Nor is it only the In- 
tereſt of the People, that ſuch Fundamentals ſhould 
be duly guarded, for whoſe Benefit they were at firſt 
ſo carefully laid, and whom the Judges are ſworn to 
ſerve; but of the King too, for whoſe Sake thoſe 
pretend to act, who would ſubvert them. 

Our Kings as well as Judges are ſworn to maintain 
the Laws; They have themſelves in ſeveral Statutes 
required the Judges, at their Peril, to adminiſter 
equal Juſtice to every Man, notwithſtanding any Let- 
ters or Commands, & cg. even from themſelves to the 
contraryz And when any Failure hath been, the 
greateſt and moſt powerful of them have ever been 
the readieſt to give Redreſs. It appears by the Pre. 
face to the Statutes of 2oth Ed. 3. that the judicial 
Proceedings had been perverted, That Letters, Writs 

and Commands had been ſent from the King and 
great Men to the Juſtices, and that Perſons belong: 
ing to the Court of the King, the Queen, the Prince 
of Wales had maintained and abetted Quarrels, &. 
Whereby the Laws had been violated, and many 
Wrongs done: But the King was ſo far from juſtify- 
ing his own Letters, or thoſe illegal Practices : That 
the Preamble of thoſe Statutes ſaith, they were made 
for the Relief of the People in their Sufferings by 
them. That brave King in the Height of his Glo 
ry and Vigour of his Age, choſe rather to confels 
his Error, than to continue in it, as is evident by 


his own Words. Edward by the Grace of G 0 D, & 
Becauſe by divers Complaints made unto us, we haut 


perceived that the Law of the Land, which we H ” 
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Oath are bound to maintain, is the leſs well kept, and 
Execution of the ſame diſturbed many Times by Main- 
tenances and Procurements, as well in the Court, as the 
Country, We greatly moved of Conſcience in thu Mat- 
ter, and for this Canſe, deſiring as much for the Plea · 


ſure of G O D, and Eaſe and Duietneſs of our Subjects, 


as to ſave our Conſcience, and for to ſave and keep our 
ſaid Oath, by the Aſſ.nt, &c. Enact, That Judges ſhall 
do Juſtice, notwithſtanding Writs, Letters or Commands 
from bimſelf, &c. and that none of the King's Houſe, 
or belonging to the King, Queen, or Prince of Wales 
do maintain Quarrells, &c. 

King James in his Speech to the Judges in the 
Starchamber Anno 1616. told them: That He bad 
after many Tears rejolved to renew his Oath, made at 
his Coronation, concerning Juſtice and the romiſe therein 
contained for maintaining the Law of the Land. And 
in the next Page ſave one ſays, I was ſworn to main- 
tain the Law of the Land, and therefore had been per- 
jured, if I had broken it; GOD is my Fudge 1 never 
intended it. And His Majeſty, that now is, hath 
made frequent Declarations and Proteſtations of his 
being far from all Thoughts of deſigning an Arbitrary 
Goverament, and that the Nation might be confident, 
He would rule by Law. 

Now if after all this, any Officer of the King's 
ſhould pretend Inſtructions from his Maſter, to de- 
mand ſo material an Alteration of Proceedings, in 
the higheſt Caſes againſt Law, as are above mention» 
ed, And the Court (who are required to flight and 
reject the moſt ſolemn Commands under the Great 
Seal, if contrary to Law) ſhould upon a verbal Inti- 
mation allow of ſuch a Demand, and ſo break in 
upon this Bulwark of our Liberties, which the Law 
has erefted ; Might it not give too juſt an Occaſion 
to ſuſpect, that all the legal Securities of our Lives 
and Properties are unable to protect us? And may 
not ſuch Feats rob the King ot his greateſt Treaſure 
and Strength, the People's Hearts, when they dare 
not rely upon him in his Kingly Office and Truſt, 
for Safety and Protection by the Laws; Our E»glifo 
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Hiſtory affords many Inſtances of thoſe that have pre: 
tended to ſerve our King in this Manner, by under. 
mining the People's Right and Liberties, whoſe Prac- 
tices have ſometimes prov'd of fatal Conſequence to 
the Kings themſelves, but more frequently ended in 
their own Deſtruction. 

But after all imagining it could be made out, that 
this Method of private Examinations by a Grand- 
Jury (which from what has been ſaid before, hath 
appeared to be ſo extremely neceſſary for the Publick 
Good, and to every Man's private Security) were in- 
convenient or miſchievous, and therefore fit to be 
changed; Yet being ſo Eſſential a Part of the Com- 
mon Law, it is no otherwiſe alterable than by Par- 
liament. We find by Precedents, that the bare 
Forms of Indictments could not be reformed by the 
Judges: The Words Depopulatores Agrorum, Inſidia- 
tores Viarum, Vi & Armis, Baculis, Cultellis, Ar- 
cubus & Sagittis, could not be left out, but by Ad- 
vice of the Kingdom in Parliament. A Writ iflued 
in the Time of King Ed. 3. giving Power to hear 
and determine Offences, and all the Juſtices reſolyed 
(Cok. 4. Inſt. Pag. 164.) That they could not lawfuly 
att, baving their Authority by Writ, where they ought 
to have had it by Commiſſion; Tho' it was in the Form 
and Words, that the Legal Commiſion ought to be 
John Knivett Chief Juſtice by Advice of all the Judges 
reſolved that the ſaid Writ was Contra Legem: And 
where divers Indidtments were before them found againſt 
T. S. the ſame, and all, that was done by Colour of 
that Writ, was Damned, | 

If in ſuch ſeeming little Things as theſe, and many 
others, that may be inſtanced, the Wiſdom of the 
Nation hath not thought fit to entruſt the Judges, 
but reſerved the Conſideration of them to the Legi- 
flative Power; It cannot be imagined , that they 
{ſhould ſubject to the Diſcretion and Pleaſure of the 
Judges, thoſe important Points, in the eſtabliſhed 
Courſe of the adminiſtring Juſtice, whereupon de- 
pends the Safety of all the Subjects Lives and For- 
S$ungs, If Judges will take upon themſelves to = 
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the conſtant Practice, they muſt either alter the Oath 
of the Grand- Jury, or continue it; If they ſhould 
alter it, ſo as to make it ſail with any ſuch new 
Method, and thus in Appearance charitably provide, 
that the Grand- Jury ſhould not take a mock Oath, 
or forſwear themſelves; they then make an Encroach- 
ment upon the Authority of Parliaments, who only 
ean make new, or change old Legal Oaths, and all 
the Proceedings thereupon would be void. 

If they ſhould continue conſtantly to impoſe the 
fame Oath, as well when they have Notice from the 
King, that the Jury ſhall not be bound to keep his 
Secrers and their own, as when they have none; They 
muſt aſſume to make the ſame Form of Law to be 
of Force, and no Force; and the ſame Words to 
bind the Conſcience, as they will have them; whereby 
they would prophane the natural Religion of an Oath, 
and bring a foul Scandal upon Chriſtianity, by trifling 
worſe than Heathens in that ſacred Matter; And 
whilſt the Judges find themſelves under the Neceſſity 
of adminiſtring the Oath unto Grand-Juries, and 
not ſuffer them to obſerve it according unto their 
Conſciences, they would confeſs the Illegality of their 
own Proceedings, and can never be able to repair the 
Breaches, by pretending a tacite Implication, if the 
King will, but muſt unavoidably fall under that ap- 
proved Maxim of our Law, Maledicta eſt Interpret a- 
tio gu corrumpit Textum z It it is a Curſed Inter- 
pretation that diſſolves the Text. 

There are two vulgar Errors concerning the Duty 
of Grand. Juries, which if not removed will in Time 
deſtroy all the Benefit we can expect from that Con- 
ſtitution, by turning them into a meer Matter of 
Form, which were deſigned for ſo great Ends. Many 
have of late, thought, and affirmed it for Law, that 
the Grand- Jury is neither to make ſo ſtrict Enquiry 
Into Matters before them, nor to look for ſo clear 
Evidence of the Crime, as the Petit. Jury; but that 
of their Preſentments, being to paſs a ſecond Exa- 
mination, they ought to indict upon a ſuperficial En- 
quiry and bare Probabilities: Whereas ſhould _ 
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of theſe Opinions be admitted, the Prejudice to the 
Subject would be equal to the Total laying aſide 
Grand-Juries z There being in Truth no Difference, 
between arraigning without any Preſentment from 
them at all, and their Preſenting upon ſlight Grounds, 

For the firſt, that Grand-Juries ought not to make 
ſo ſtrict Enquiry, it were to be with'd, that we might 
know how 1t comes to paſs, that an Oath ſhould be 
obligatory unto a Petit-Jury, and not unto the Grand: 
Or in what Points, they may lawfully, and with 
good Conſcience omit that Exactneſs, whether in 
Relation to the Witnefles, and their Credibility : Or 


the Fact and all its Circumſtances: Or the Teſtimo- 


ny and its Weight: Or laſtly, in Reference to the 
Priſoner and Probability of his Guilt: And withal 
upon what Grounds of Law or Reafon their Opi- 
nion is founded. On the contrary, he that will con- 
ider either the Oath they take, or the Commiſſion, 
where their Duty is deſcribed, will find in all Points, 
that there lies an equal Obligation upon them, and 
the Petit-Juries. 

They ſwear diligently to enquire, and true Preſent- 
ment make, &c. and to preſent the Truth, the whole 
Truth, aud Nothing but the Truth, &c. And in the 
Commiſſion of Oyer and Terminer their Duty (with 
that of rhe Commiſſioners) is thus deſcribed : Ad 
Inquirendum per Sacramentum proborum & legaltum 
Hominum, &c. per quos Rei Veritatis melins ſcirt po- 
terit, de quibuſcunq; Proditionibus, &c. Confæderati- 
onibus, falſis Alegantiis, nec non Acceſſoriis eorundem, 
Cc. per quoſcungz & qualitercungq; babitfact. perpe- 
trat. ſrve Commiſſ. et per quos, et per quem, cui, vel 
quibas quando, qualiter, vel quomodo, & de aliis Ar- 
ziculis & Circumſtantiis premiſ. & eorum aliquod. 
vel aliqua qualitercunqz concern. To inquire by the 
Oath of honeſt and lawful Men, &c. By whom tht 


Truth of the Matter may be beſt known, of all Manner 
of Treaſons, &c. Confederacies, falſe Teſtimonies, &c. 
As alſo the Acceſſories, &c. by whomſoever, or howſoever, 
done, perpetrated, or committed, by whom, or to who 
bow, in what Way, or in what Manner. Ard 4 xr 
| I 


Perſons any Ways concerned in them, and the ſeve- 
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Articles and Circumſtances premiſed, and of any other 
Ting or Things howſoever concerning the ſame : Now 
for any Man, after this to maintain, that Grand- 


Juries are not to enquire, or not carefully, is as much 


as in plain Terms to ſay they are bound to act con- 
trary to the Commiſhon and their Oath; And to af- 
firm that they can diſcharge their Duty according to 
the Obligations of Law and Conſcience, which they 
lie under, without a ſtrict Enquiry into Particulars, 
is to affirm, that the End can be obtained without 
the Means neceſſary unto it. 

The Truth is, that Grand-Juries have both a larger 
Field for their Enquiry, and are in many Reſpedis 
better capicitated to make a ſtrict one, than the Pe- 
tit. Juries: Theſe laſt are confined as to the Perſon and 
the Crime, ſpecified in the Indictment; But they are 
at large obliged to ſearch into the whole Matter, 
that any Ways concerns every Caſe before them, and 
all the Offences contained in it, all the Criminal Cir- 
cumſtances whatſoever, and into every Thing, how- 
ſoever concerning the ſame. They are bound to en- 
| ny whether their Information of ſuſpected Trea- 
ons or Felonies, brought by Accuſers, be made by 
Conſpiracy or Subornation; Who are the Conſpira- 
tors or falſe Witneſſes: By whom abetted or main- 
tained z Againſt whom, and how many, the Conſpi- 
racy is layed z When, and how, and in what Courſe, 
it was to have been proſecuted. 

But none of theſe moſt intricate Matters (which 
need the moſt ſtrict and diligent Enquiries) can come 
under the Cogniſance of the Petit- Jury; They can 
only examine ſo much, as relates to the Credit of 
thoſe Witneſſes brought to prove the Charge againſt 
the Parties Indifted  Wherein alſo they have nei- 
ther Power, nor convenient Time to ſend for Perſons 
or Papers, if they think them needful, nor to reſolve 
any Doubts of the Lawfulneſs and Credibility of the 
Teſtimonies. 

Yet further, if the Crimes objected are manifeſt, tis 
then the Grand-Jury's Duty to enquire after all the 
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ral Kinds of Offences, whereof every one ought jointly 
or ſeparately to be indicted, as they ſhall diſcoyer 
them to have been Principals or Acceſſories, Parties 
or privy thereunto, or to have comforted or knoy- 
ingly rel ieved either the Traitors or Felons, or con- 
ceal'd the Offences of others: But the Inquiſition in- 
to all theſe Matters, which require all poſſible Strid. 
neſs in ſearching, as being of the higheſt Importance 
unto the publick Juſtice and Safgty, is wholly out of 
the Power and Truſt of the Petit-Juries. The Guilt 
or Innocence of the Parties put upon their Tryals, 
and the Evidence thereof given is the only Objects 
of their Enquiries. It is not their Work, nor within 
their Truſt to ſearch into all the Guilt or Crimes of 
the Parties whom they try; They are bound to more 
within the Circle of the Indictment made by the 
Grand Jury, who are to appoint and ſpecify the Of. 
fences, for which the Accuſed ſhall be tried by the 
Petit-Jury. 
When a Proſecutor ſuggeſts that any Man is Cri- 
minal, and ought to be indicted, it belongs to the 
Grand-Jury to hear all the Proof he can offer, and 
to uſe all other Means they can, whereby they may 
come to underſtand the Truth of the Suggeſtion and 
every Thing or Circumſtance that may concern it; 
Then they are carefully to examine the Nature of the 
Facts, according unto the Rules of the Common Law, 
or the expreſs Words of the Statutes, whereby Of- 
fences are diſtinguiſhed, and Puniſhments allotted un- 
to each of them: 'Tis true, that upon hearing the 
Party or his Witnefles, the Petit-Jury may acquit or 
judge the Facts in the Indictment to be leſs heinous 
or malitious, than they were preſ:nted by the Grand- 
Jury, but cannot aggravate them; which being con- 
ſidered, it will eaſily appear by the Intent and Na- 
ture of the Powers given unto Grand-Juries, that 
they are by their Oaths obliged, and their Inſtitution 
ordained to keep all Injuſtice from entring the firi 
Gates of our Courts of Judicature, and to ſecure the 
Innocent not only from Puniſhment, but from al 


Piſgrace, Vexation, Expence or Danger, 
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To underſtand our Law clearly herein, the Jufor$ 
muſt firſt know the lawful Grounds whereupon they 
may and ought to indift, and then what truly and 
juſtly ought to be taken for the Ground of an Indict- 
ment. The principal and moſt certain is the Jurors 
perſonal Knowledge, by their own Eyes or Ears, of 
the Crimes whereof they indict: Or ſo many preg- 
nant concurring Circumſtances, as fully convince them 
of the Guilt of the Accuſed: When theſe are want- 
ing, the Depoſitions of Witneſſes and their Autho- 
rity are their beſt Guides in finding Indictments. 
When ſuch Teſtimonies make the Charge manifeſt 
and clear to the Jury, they are called Evidence, be- 
cauſe they make the Guilt of the Criminal evident, 
and are like the Light that diſcoyers what was not 
ſeen before: All Witnefles for that Reaſon are uſual- 
ly called the Evidence, taking their Name from what 
they ought to be: Yet Witneſſes may ſwear directly 
and poſitively to an Accuſation, and be no Evidence 
of its Truth to the Jury; ſometimes ſuch Remarks 
may be made upon the Witneſſes, as well in Relation 
to their Reputation and Lives, as to the Matter, 
Manner and Circumſtance of their Depoſitions, that 
from thence the Falſhood may appear, or be ſtrongly 
ſuſpetted : It is therefore neceſſary to know what they 
mean by a probable Cauſe or Evidence, who ſay that 
our Law requires no more for an Indictment, 

Probable, is a Logical Term, relating to ſuch Pro- 
poſitions, as have an Appearance, but no Certainty 
of Truth, ſhewing rather what is not, than what is 
the Matter of Syllogiſms: Theſe may be allowed in 
Rhetorick, which worketh upon Paſhons, and makes 
Uſe of ſuch Colours as are fit to move them, whe- 
ther true or falſe 3 hut not in Logick, whoſe Object 
is Truth; as it principally intends to obviate the Er. 
rors that may ariſe from the Credit given unto Ap- 
pearances, by diitinguiſhing the uncertain from the 
certain, veriſimile a vero, it cannot admit of ſuch 
Propoſitions, as may be falſe as well as true, it being 
as impoſſivle to draw a certain Concluſion from un- 
certain Premiſlcs, as to raiſe a ſolid Building upon a 

tottering 
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dottering or ſinking Foundation. This ought princi; | 
pally to be conſidered in Courts of Juſtice, which 
are not erected to bring Men into Condemnation, but 
ro find who deſerves to be condemned, and thoſe 
Rules are to be followed by them, which are leaſt 
liable to Deception. For this Reaſon the Councit | 
of the Areopagites, and ſome others of the beſt Ju- 
dicatures that have been in the World, utterly re. 
jetted the Uſe of Rhetorick, looking upon the Art 
of perſwading by uncertain Probabilities, as little 
differing from that of deceiving, and directly contra- - 
Ty to their Ends, who by the Knowledge of Truth 
deſired to be led into the doing of Juſtice: But if 
the Art that made Uſe of their Probabilities was ba- 
niſh'd from uncorrupted "Tribunals, as a Hindrance 
unto the Diſcovery of Truth, they that would ground 
Verdicts totally upon them, declare an open Neglect 
of it; and as it is ſaid, that uno abſurdo dato mille 
ſequuntur, if Juries were to be guided by Probabili- 
ties, the next Queſtion would be concerning the 
more or leſs probable, or what Degree of Probabili- 
ty is required ro perſwade them to find a Bill: This 
being impoſſible to fix, the whole Proceedings would 
be brought to depend upon the Fancics of Men, and 
as nothing is ſo ſlight but it may move them, there 
is no Security that innocent Perſons may not be 
brought every Day into Danger and Trouble. By 
this Means certain Miſchiefs will be done, whilſt it 
is by their own Confeſſion uncertain, whether they 
are any Ways deſerved by ſuch as ſufter them, to the 
utter Overthrow of all Juſtice. 

If the Word Probable be taken in a common, ra- 
ther than a nice Logical Senſe, it ſignifies no more 
than likely, or rather likely than unlikely : When a 
Matter is found to be fo, the Wager is not even, 
there is Odds upon one Side, and this may be a very 
good Ground for betting in a Tennis Court, or at a 
Horſe-race, but he that would make the Adminiſtra- 
tion of Juſtice to depend upon ſuch Points, ſeems 
to put a very ſmall Value upon the Fortunes, Liber- 
tics and Reputation of Men, and to forget that 2 
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„cho ſet in Courts of Juſtice have no other Buſinefs 


Fthere than to preſerve them. 


This continues in Force, tho' in a Dialogue be-

Petit-Juries Verdict. For Nothing can be more op- 
polite to the Juſtice of our Laws, than ſuch Opini- 
ons: All Laws in doubtful Caſes direct a Suſpenſion 
of Judgment, or a Sentence in Fayour of the accuſed 
Perſon: But if this were hearkened unto, Grand- 
Juries ſhould upon their Oaths, affirm they judge him 
Criminal, when the Evidence is upon ſuch uncertain 
Grounds that they cannot but doubt, whether he is 
ſo or not. 

It cannot be hercupon ſaid, that no Evidence is fo 
clear and full, but it may be falſe, and give the Jury 
Occaſion of Doubts, ſo as all Criminals muſt eſcape, 
if no Indictment ought to be found unleſs the Proofs 
are abſolutely certain, for it is confeſſed that ſuch Ca- 
ſes are not capable of an infallible, mathematical De- 
monſtration; but a Jury that examines all the Wit- 
nefles, that are likely to give any Light concerning 
the Buſineſs in Queſtion, and all Circumſtances rela- 
ting to the Fact before them, with the Lives and 
Credit of thoſe that teſtify it, and of the Perſon ac- 
cuſed, may and do often find that which in their 
Conſciences, doth fully perſwade them, that the ac- 
cuſed Perſon is guilty 5 This is as much as the Law, 
or their Oath doth require, and ſuch as find Bills, 
after having made ſuch a Scrutiny, are blameleſs be- 
fore GOD and Man, if through the Fragility inſe- 

rable from humane Nature, they ſhould be led into 

rror ? For they do not ſwear, that the Bill is true, 
but that they in their Conſciences believe that it is 
ſoz And if they write /zzoramus upon the Bill, it 
is not therefore declared to be falſe, nor the Perſon 
accuſed 
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accuſed acquitted, but the Matter is ſuſpended, un- 
til it can be more clearly proved, as in doubtful G. 
ſes, it always ought to be. 

Our Anceſtors took great Care that ſuſpicious and 
robable Cauſes ſhould not bring any Man's Life and 
ſtate into Danger; For that Reaſon, it was ordain- 

ed by the Stat. 37 Ed. 3. Cap. 18. That ſuch as made 
Suggeſtions to the King, ſhould find Surety to purſue 
and incur the ſame ain, that the other ſhould have 
had if be were attainted, in caſe their Suggeſtion be 
found evil, and that then Proceſs of the Law ſhould 
be male againſt the Accuſed. 

This Manner of Proceeding, hath its Root on eter- 
nal and univerſal R-aſon: The Law given by GOD 
unto his People,. Deut. xix. allotted the ſame Puniſh- 
ment unto a falſe Witneſs, as a Perſun convicted. 
The beſt diſciplined Nations of the World, learn'd 
this from the Hebrews, and made it their Rule, in 
the Adminiſtration of Juſtice. The Grecians gene- 
rally obſerved it, and the Romans, according to their 
Lex Talienis, did not only puniſh Death with Death, 
bur the Intention of committing Murder by falſe Ac- 
cuſations, with the ſame Severity, as if it had been 
effected by any other Means. This Law was invio- 
lably obſerved as long as any Thing of Regularity or 
Equity remained amongſt them, and when through 
the Wickedneſs of fome of the Emperors or their 
Favourites, it came to be overthrown, all Juſtice 
periſhed with it. A Crew of falſe Infcrmers brake 
out to the Deſtruction of the beſt Men, and never 
ceaſed until they had ruined all the moſt eminent 
and antient Families: Circumvented the Perſons, that 
by their Reputation, Wealth, Birth or Virtue de. 
ſerved to be diſtinguiſhed from the common Sort of 
People, and brought Deſolation upon that victoriou; 
City. Tacitus complains of this, as the Cauſe of all 
the Miſchiefs ſuft-red in his Time and Country. 

By their Means the moſt ſavage Cruelties, were 
committed under the Name of Law, which thereby 
became a greater Plague, than formerly Crimes bad 
deen: No Remedy could be found, when thoſe =

tores, whom he calls, genus hominum Publics 1 |. _, 
exitio repertum, & — 4 nunguam ſa -. 

tis coercitum, were invited by Impunity or Reward, and 

the miſerable People groaned under this Calamity, until 
thoſe Inſtruments of Iniquity, were by better Princes, put 
to the moſt cruel, though well deſerved Deaths. 

The like hath been ſeen in many Places, and the do- 
meſtick Quiet, which is ndw enjoyed in the principal Parts 
of Europe, proceeds chiefly from this, that every Man 
knows the ſame Puniſhment is appointed for a falſe Ac- 
cuſation, and a proved Crime. 

It is hardly ſeven Years ſince Monſieur Courboyer, a Man 
of Quality in Brittany, ſuborned two of the King of France 
his Guards, to ſwear treaſonable Deſigns againſt La Motte, 
a Norman Gentleman; The Matter being brought to Mon- 
fieur Colebert, he cauſed the accuſed Perſon and the Wit- 
neſſes to be ſecured, until the Fraud was diſcovered by one 
of them, whereupon he was pardoned : La Morte releaſed: 
Courbojer beheaded, and the other falſe Witneſs 2 
by the Sentence of the Parliament of Paris. Tho this Law 
ſeems to be grounded upon ſuch Foundation, as forbids us 
to queſtion the Equity of it, our Anceſtors (for Reaſons beſt 
known unto themſelves) thought fit to moderate its Seve- 
rity, by the Statute of 38 Ed. 3. Cap. 9. yet then it was 
enacted, and the Law continues in Force unto this Day 3 
That whoſoever made Complaints to the King, and could not 
jou them againſt the Defendant, by the Froceſs of Law 

imited in former Statutes, which is firſt by a Grand- Jury, 
he ſhould be impriſoned until he had made Gree to the Party 
of bis Damages, and of the Slander be ſuffered by ſuch Occa- 
fron, and after ſhall make Fine and Ranſom to the King, which 
is for the common Damage, that the King and his People 
ſuffer by ſuch a falſe Accuſation and Defamation of any 
Subject: And in the 42 Ed. 3. Cap. 3. To eſchew the Miſ- 
chiefs and Damage done by falſe Accuſers, Tis enacted, that 


0 Man be put to anſwer ſuch Suggeſtions without Preſent- 
ment before the Juſtices, i. e. by the Grand-Jury : Ir cannot 
ſurely be imagined, that the Suggeſtions made to the King 
and his Council, had no Probability in them, or that there 
was no Colour, Cauſe, or Reaſon for the King to put the 
Party to anſwer the Accuſation, but the Grievance and 
| Pp Complaint 
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Complaint was, that the People ſuffered certain Damage 
and Vexation upon untrue, and at beſt, uncertain Accufa. 
tions, and that therein the Law was perverted by the King 
and his Councils taking upon them, to judge of the Cer- 
tainty, or Truth of them, which of right belonged to the 
Grand-Jury only, upon whoſe Judgment and Integrity our 
Law doth wholly rely, for the Indemnity of the Innocent, 
and the Punithment of all ſuch as do unjuſtly moleſt them, 

Our Laws have not thought fit ſo abſolutely to depend 
upon the Oaths of W itnefles, as to allow, that upon Two, 
or Ten Mens ſwearing poſitively Treaſon or Felony againſt 
any Man, befare the Juſtices of Peace, or all the Judges, or 
before the King and his Council, that the Party accuſed, be 
he either Peer of the Realm, or Commoner, ſhould with- 
out further Enquiry be thereupon arraigned, and put upon 
his tryal for his Life: Yet none can doubt but there is ſome- 
thing of Probability in ſuch Depoſitions nevertheleſs the 
Law refers thoſe Matters unto Grand Juries, and no Man 
can be brought to Tryal, until upon ſuch ſtrict Enquiries 
(as is before ſaid) the Indictment be found. The Law is ſo 
ſtrict in theſe Enquiries that tho' the Crime be never ſo no- 
torious, nay if Treaſon ſhould be confeſſed in Writing un- 
der Hand and Seal, before Juſtices of Peace, Secretaries of 
State, or the King and Council, yet before the Party can 
be arraigned for it, the Grand-Jury muſt enquire, and be 
ſarisfied, whether ſuch a Confeſſion be clear and certain: 
Whether there was no Colluſion therein: Or the Party in- 
duced to ſuch Confeſſion by Promiſe of Pardon: Or that 
ſome pretended Partakers in the Crime may be defamed 
or deſtroyed thereby; They muſt enquire, whether the 
Confeſſion was not extorted by Fear, Threatnings, or 
Force, and whether the Party was truly Compos ments, 
of found Mind and Reaſon at that Time. 

The Stat. 5 Eliz. Cap. 1, declares the antient Common 
Law concerning the Truſt and Duty of Juries, and Enacts 
that none ſhould be indicted for aſſiſting, aiding, comforting, 
or abetting Criminals in the treafons therein made and de- 
clared, unleſs he, or they be thereof lawfully accuſed by ſuch 
good and ſufficient Teſtimony or Proof, as by the Fury, by whom 
be ſhall be indicted. ſhall be thought good, lawful and ſufficient 
to prove him or them guilty of the [aid Offences. y- _ 
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declared, the only true Reaſon of Indictments, i. e. the 
Grand-Jury's Judgment that they have ſuch Teſtimonies as 
they eſteem ſufficient to prove the Party indicted guilty of 
the Crimes whereof he is accuſed, and whatſoever the In- 
dictment doth contain, they are to preſent no more or 
other Crimes, than are proved to their Satisfaction, as up- 
on Oath they declare it is, when they preſent it. This Ex- 
atneſs is not only required in the Subſtance of Crimes, but 
in the Circumſtances, and any Doubtfulneſs or Uncertain- 
ty in them makes the Ind ictment and all Proceedings upon 
it by the Petit-Jury, to be inſufficient and void, and holden 
for none, as appears by the following Caſes. 

In Toung's Caſe in the Lord Cook's Reports, Lib. 4. Fol. 
40. An Indictment for Murder was declared void for its 
Uncertainty, beeauſe the Jury had not layed Certainty, in 
what Part of the Body the mortal Wound was given, ſay- 
ing only, that *twas about his Breaſt, the Words were V- 
nam Plagam mort alem circiter Pectus. In like Manner in 
Vaux Caſe Cook's Rep. Lib. 4. Fol. 44. he being indicted for 
poiſoning Ridley, the Jury had not plainly and expreſly a- 
verred that Ridley drank the Poiſon, tho' other Words im- 
plied it,and thereupon the Indictment was judged inſuffici- 
ent, for (faith the Book) the Matter of an [ndifFment ought 
tobe full, expreſs, and certain, and ſhall not be maintained 

Argument or Implication, for that the Indictment is found 

the Oath of the Neigbourbood. In the 2d Part of Rolls Re- 
ports, p. 263. Smith and Malls Caſe the Indictment was 
quaſhed for Uncertainty, becauſe the Jury had averred 
that Smith was either a Servant or Deputy, Smith Exiſt - 
ens Servus ſive Deputatus,are the Words: It was doubtleſs 
— enough proven to the Jury, that he was either a 

puty or Servant, but becauſe the Indictment did not ab- 
ſolutely and certainly aver his Condition, either of Servant 
or Deputy, it was declared void: If there be any Defect of 
Certainty in the Grand Jury's Verdict, no Proof or Evi- 
dence to the Petit-Jury can ſupply it, ſo it was judged in 
Wrote and Wigs Caſe, Cok. 4 Rep. Fol. 45, 46,47. It was 
layed, that Wrote was killed at Shipperton, but did not aver 
that Shipperton was within the Verge, tho' in Truth it was, 
and no Averment or Oath to the Petit Jury, could ſupply 
that ſmall Failure of Certainty to ſupport the Indictment 
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and the Reaſon is render d in theſe Words, viz. The Indict. 
ment being Veredictum id eſt dictum Veritatis, a Verdict, that 
16 a Saying of Truth and Matter of Record, ought to contain 
the whole Truth which is requiſite by the Law, for when it doth 
not appear, tis the ſame, as if it were not, and every materj- 
al Part of the Indiciment ought to be found upon the Oath of 
the Indifters, and cannot be ſupplied by the Averment of the 
Party. The Grand-Jury's Verdict is the Foundation of 
all judicial Proceeding againſt Capital Offenders (at the 
King's Suit) if that fail in any Point of Certainty, both 
Convictions and Acquittals thereupon are utterly void, 
and the Proceedings againſt both may begin again, as if 
they had never been tried, as it appears in the Caſe laſt 
cited, Fol. 47. 

Now as the Law requires from the Grand-Jury particu- 
lar, certain and preciſe Affirmations of Truth, ſo it expects 
that they ſhould look for the like, and accept of no other 
from ſuch as bring Accuſations to them. For no Man can 
certainly affirm that which is uncertainly delivered unto 
him, or which he doth not firmly believe. The Witneſſes 
that they receive for good, are to depoſe only abſolute Cer- 
tainties about the Facts committed, That is, what they 
have ſeen or heard from the accuſed Parties themſelves, not 
what others have told them; They are not to be ſuffered 
to make probable Arguments, and infer from thence the 
Guilt of the Accuſed ; Their Depoſitions ought to be pol 
tive, plain, direct and full: The Crime is to be ſworn with · 
out any Doubtfulneſs or Obſcurity z Not in Words quali- 
fied and limited to Belief, Conceptions, or Apprehenſſons. 
This abſolute Certainty required in the Depoſition of the 
Witneſſes, is one principal Ground of the Juries moſt rati- 
onal Aſſurance of the Truth of their Verdict: The Credit 
alſo of the Witneſſes ought to be free from all Blemiſh, 
that good and conſcientious Men may rationally rely upon 
them, in Matters of ſo great Moment, as the Blood of a 
Man. It muſt alſo be certainly evident, that all the Mat. 
ters which they depoſe, are conſiſtent with each other, and 
accompanied with ſuch Circumſtances, as in their Judg- 
ment render it credible: All juſt Indittments muſt be built 
upon theſe moral Aſſurances, which the Wiſdom of all 
Nations bath deviſed as the beſt and only Way of ceciding 
| Controverſies; 
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Controverſies; neither can a Grand- Jury Man, who ſwears 
to preſent nothing but the Truth, be ſatisfied with leſs. 

is ſcarcecredible that any learned in our Laws, ſhou'd 
tell a Grand Jury, that a far leſs Evidence will warrant 
their Indictment (being but an Accuſation) than the Petit- 
Jury ought to have, for their Verdict. Both of them do in 
like Manner, plainly and poſitively affirm upon their Oaths, 
the Truth of the Accuſation; Their Verdicts are indeed 
one and the ſame in Subſtance and Senſe, tho' not in 
Words. There is no real Difference between affirming in 
Writing, that an Indictment of Treaſon is true, as is the 
Practice of Grand-Juries, and ſaying that the Party tried 
thereupon is guilty of the Treaſon, whereof he is indicted, 
as is the Courſe of Petit Juries: They are both upon their 


Oaths; They are equally obligatory into both; The one 


therefore muſt expect the ſame Proof for their Satisfaction, 
as the other, and as clear Evidence muſt be required for an 
Indictment, as for a Verdict; It is unreaſonable to think 
that a lighter Proof, ſhould ſatisfie the Conſciences of the 
greater Jury, than is requiſite to convince the leſs; And 
uncharitable to imagine, that thoſo ſhould not be as ſenſible 
as the others, of the ſacred Security they have given by 
— to do nothing in their Offices, but according to 
ruth. 

If there ought to be any Difference in the Proceedings 
of the Grand and Petit-Juries, the greater Exactneſs and 
Diligence ſeems to be required in the Grand: For as the 
ſame Work of finding out the Truth in order to the doing 
of Juſtice is allotted unto both, the greateſt Part of the 
Burthen, ought to lie upon them, that have the beſt Op- 
portunities of performing it. The Invalidity, Weakneſs, 
or Defects of the Proofs may be equally evident to either 
of them: But if there be Deceit in ſtifling true Teſtimo- 
nies, or Malice in ſuborning wicked Perſons, to bring in 
ſuch as are falſe, the Grand. Jury may more eahily, nay pro 
bably, can only diſcover it. They are not ſtraitned in time z 
They may freely examine in private, without Interruption 
from the Council or Court, ſuch Witneſſes, as are preſent · 
ed unto them, or they ſhall think fit to call; they may

Man, ſo as none can be condemned, unleſs he be thought 
guilty by them both, and it cannot be imagined, that fo 
ittle Time, as is uſually ſpent in Trials at the Bar, be- 
fore a Petit. Jury, ſhould be allowed unto one that pleads 
for his Life, or unto them who are to be ſatisfied in their 
Conſciences, unleſs it were preſumed, that the Grand- 
Jury, had ſo well examined, prepared, and digeſted the 
tter, that the other may proceed more ſuccinQly, with. 
out Danger of Error, 

Therefore let the Grand-Juries faithfully perform their 
high Truſt, and neither be cheated nor frighted from their 
Duty: Let them purſue the good old Way, ſince no Inno- 
vation can be brought in, that will not turn to the Preju- 
dice of the accuſed Perſons and themſelves : Let them not 
be deluded with frivolous Arguments, ſo as to invalidate 
a conſiderable Part of our Law, and render themſelves in- 
ſignificant Cyphers, in Expectation that Petit-Juries will 
repair the Faults they commit, ſince that would be ** 
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than to ſlight one of the beſt Fences that the Law provides 


for our Lives and Liberties, and very much to weaken 
the other. 

When a Grand-Jury finds a Bill againſt any Perſon, 
they do all that in them lies to take away his Life, if the 
Crime be capital, and it is ridiculous for them to pretend 
they rely upon the Virtue of the Petit-Jury, if they ſhew 
none in themſelves. They cannot reaſonably hope the 
other ſhould be more tender of the Priſoners Concern- 
ments, more exact in doing Juſtice, or more careful in ex- 
mining the Credit of the Witneſſes, when they have not 
only neglected their Duty of ſearching into it. but added 
Strength unto their Teſtimony by finding a Bill upon it. 

They cannot poſſibly be. exempted from the Blame of 
conſenting (at the leaſt) unto the Miſchiefs that may en- 
ſue, nnleſs they uſe all rhe honeſt Care that the Law al- 
lows to prevent them; nor conſequently avoid the Stain 
of the Blood that may be ſhed by their Omiſſion, ſince it 
could not have been, if they had well performed their Part 
before they found the Indictment, whereby the Party is 
expoſed to ſo many Diſadvantages, that it is hard for the 
cleareſt Innocence to defend itſelf againſt them. 

But when the one and the other Jury act as they ought, 
with Courage, Diligence, and Indifference, we ſhall have 


ut Reaſon, with the wiſe Lord Chancellor Forteſcue, to

and more, had remained beyond Sea, and return- 
ed out of Gaſcoign and France into England, he was 
much vexed and diſturbed by the continual Clamour both 
of the Clergy and Laity, deſiring to be relieved againſt 
the Juſtices, and ot ber His Majeſty's Miniſters, of ſe- 
veral Oppreſſions and Injuries done unto them, contrary 
to the good Laws and Cuſtoms of the Realm; whereupon 
King Edward. by his Royal Letters to the ſeveral She- 
riffs of England, commanded that in all Counties, Ci- 
ties, and Market-Towns, a Proclamation ſhould be made, 
that all who found themſelves agrieved, ſhould repair to 
Weſtminſter at the next Parliament, and there ſhew 
their Grievances, where as well the great as the leſs 
ſhould receive fit Remedies and ſpeedy Fuſtice, according 
a the King was obliged by the Bond of bis Coronation 
Oath : And now that great Day was come, that Day of 
judging, even the Fuſtices and the other Miniſters of 
the King's Council, which by no Collaſion or Reward, no 
Argument or Art of pleading they could elude or avoid : 
The Clergy therefore and the People being gathered to- 
gether and ſeated in the great Palace of Weſtminſter, 
tbe Archbiſhop of Canterbury (a Man of eminent Pie- 
ty, and as it were a Pillar of the holy Church and 
the Kingdom) riſing from his Seat, and fetching à pro- 
found Sigh, ſpoke in this Manner: Let this Aſſembly 

that we are called together concerning the great 
and weighty Afﬀairs of the Kingdom (too much alas of 
late diſturbed, and ſtill out of Order) unanimouſly, 
faithfully and effetnally with our Lord the King to treat 
and ordain: Te have all heard the grievous Complaints 
of the moſt intollerable Injuries and Oppreſſious, of the 
daily Deſolations committed both on Church and State, 
by this corrupt Council of our Lord the King, contrary 
to our great Charters, ſo many and 7. often purchaſed 
and redeemed, granted and confirmed to ws by the ſeve- 
ral Oaths of our Lord the King that now is, and of 
our Lords King Henry and John, and corroborated by 
the dreadful Thundrings of the Sentence of Excommu- 
nication againſt the Invaders of our common Liberties of 
England in our ſaid Charters contained; and 3

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bad conceived firm and undoubted Hopes, that theſe our 
Liberties would have been faithfully preſerved by all 
Men, the King circumvented and ſeduced by the Coun- 
cils of evil Miniſters, hath not been afraid to violate 
it by infringing them, falſly believing that be could for 
Rewards be abſolved from that Offence, which would 
be the manifeſt Deſtruction of the Kingdom. 

There is another Thing alſo that grieves our Spirits 
that the Juſtices ſubtilly and maliciouſly, by divers Ar- 
guments of Covetouſneſs and intolerable Pride, have the 
King againſt his faithful Subjects ſundry Ways incited 
and provok'd, counſeling him contrary to the good and 
wholſome Advice of all the Liegemen of England, and 
have not bluſh'd nor been afraid, impudently to aſſert 
ard prefer their own fooliſh Councils, as if they 
were more fit to conſult and preſerve the Common- 
weal, than all the Eſtates of the Kingdom together- 
afſembled, ſo that it may be truly ſaid of them, they 
are the Men that troubled the Lazd, and diſturb'd the 
Nation under a falſe Colour of Gravity, have the whole 
People grievouſiy oppreſt, and under Pretence of expound- 
ing the antient Laws, have introduced new (I will not 
ſay Laws, but) evil Cuſtoms, ſo that through the Igno- 
rance of ſome, and Partiality of others, who for Reward 
or Fear of great Men have been engaged, there was no 
Certainty of Law, and they ſcorned to adminiſter Fuſtice 
to the People, their Deeds are Deeds of Wickedneſs, and 
the Work of Iniquity is in their Hand, their Feet make 
Haſte to Evil, and the Way of Truth have they not known. 
What ſhall I ſay? there is no Judgment in their Paths. 

How many Freemen of this Land faithful Subjects of 
our Lord the King, bave like the meaneſt Slaves of loweſt 
Condition without any Fault been caſt into Priſon, where 
ſome of them by Hunger, Grief, or the Burthen of their 
Chains have expired, they have alſo extorted at their 
Pleaſure infinite Sums of Money for their Ranſoms; the 
fers of ſome, that they might fill their own, as wel 
from the Rich as the Poor they bave exhauſted, by Rea- 
ſon whereof they bave contracted the irreconcilable Ha- 
tred and dreadful Imprecations of all Men, as if they had 
purchas'd and obtain d ſuch an incommunicable *

mibus  Hereupon ſeveral of the Criminals withdrew into 
{ettine I ſecret Places, being concealed by their Friends; ſome 
of them were brought forth into the midſt of the People, 
and deſervedly turned out of their Offices ;, one was ba- 
uſhed the Land, and others were grievouſly Fined, or 
Condemned 10 perpetual Impriſonment.

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Vi s confirmed by Spelman, An. 1290! A the Ju 
tices of England, ſaith he, were (An. 18. Ed. 1.) ap 
prebended for Corruption, except John Mettinghem, 
and Elias Bleckingham, whom I name for their Ho- 
nour, and by Judgment of Parliament condemned, ſome 
to Impriſonment, others Baniſhment, or Confiſcation o
